THE BUILDER 


Ingenuity , 


This large greenhouse was constructed by 
Messrs. C. Zwetsloot & Sons with their 
Nursery labour. The structural framework 
is iron tubing with welded joints and 
conveys hot water from a stand pipe with 
fléxible coupling. When the plants have 
finished flowering, the whole of the 
greenhouse is moved forward to ground 
previously planted. It is transported over 
pulley wheels fixed in line on dwarf 
concrete piers, the heat being uncoupled 
and re-connected to a stand pipe in the 
new position. 


When additional greenhouses called for a 
larger Boiler House with an elevator pit, 
this too was constructed with Nursery 
labour. The depth of the pit is 16’ 6” from 
ground level and, upon excavating, subsoil 
water was found at a depth of 7 ft. and 
water bearing sand at 13’ 6”.

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THE BRICK 


HE brick, among building materials, has so many desirable characteristics, 
which are so well known, that it would seem repetitive to keep setting 
them down in print, other than in highly summarised form. It weathers well, 
looks well and usually improves in appearance as it ages, requires a minimum 
of upkeep, resists fire, is easily handled, cheap and abundant and has been 
with us ten thousand years. 

But criticism has been levelled against the brick and the brick has been 
losing ground in certain spheres. Contemporary architects, in their search for 
new methods of expression and new structural concepts, have been embracing 
the newer materials, sometimes, it must be confessed, with more enthusiasm 
than prudence, and have tended to ignore and even deride the brick, both as 
a load-bearing material and as a means of visual expression. The reinforced 
concrete frame, the ‘curtain wall’ are used almost indiscriminately and the 
unfortunate brick relegated to the function of filling in odd panels, curiously 
inverted in the designer’s mind as a substitute he uses, on the grounds of cheap- 
ness, only when he cannot afford one or other of the newer materials. 

For this state of affairs, potentially dangerous to it, the brick industry is not 
entirely blameless. It has tended, by and large, to rest on its traditions on 
the principle that what was good enough for past generations is good enough 
for the present time. The chief criticisms that have been levelled at the brick, 
as we now know it, are that it has insufficient insulation for modern needs, is 
usually heavier than need be for the service it is required to perform; that its 
appearance, though often good of its kind, has been designed to suit the archi- 
tectural taste of the nineteen-thirties, of unregretted memory ; and that it is 
the wrong shape and size. All these criticisms can be overcome. 

The heat insulation characteristics of the brick may be improved by enclosing 
air spaces within its shape. It will be said in extenuation that this has already 
been done, for have we not the cellular brick and had we not, in Victorian 
times, the brick with a lot of holes cast through it ? True as this might be, 
insufficient study has been given to the possible marriage of the conception of 
the cellular brick with that of a bigger unit. 

The brick industry is a great champion of the present standard size of bricks, 
and exerts pressure on architects to accept that this size and shape is perfect 
and that change would be undesirable as well as costly. Such a view is open to 
challenge. Mr. Bruce Martin has just delivered a lecture to the Modular Society 
on the subject and pointed out the innumerable different sizes and shapes of 
brick that are normally used in other countries, all stoutly championed as the 
best possible. Mr. Martin was arguing for a brick of modular dimensions, from 
the thesis that it will be the height of folly, now that a modular standard for 
the building industry is about to achieve international acceptance, for the brick 
to be the only non-modular building product in common use. 

In the ’thirties it was fashionable to take the basic common brick and doll 
it up to simulate its more expensive hand-made, sand-faced brethren. There 
is still a big demand for this sort of product, but it hardly commends itself 
to contemporary thought, and architects are again seeking out the natural, 
smooth, accurately-made pressed bricks and using them as means of expression 
in their own right, because of their clean, mechanical form and superb natural 
colour, be it red, blue, yellow or white. They are also seeking, not so success- 
fully as their Dutch brethren, for new types of vitreous-glazed bricks of clean, 
bright colour and form and at a reasonable cost. We recollect seeing some 
experimental examples of this sort of thing at a D.S.I.R. stand at the Building 
Exhibition some years ago, but have heard nothing more of this. 

These few sentences do not exhaust the lines of inquiry that we feel are open 
to the industry at the present time and which it may ignore at its peril, casting, 
perhaps, a sideways glance at the sad decline of those other admirable, beautiful 
and apparently ageless building materials—stone and slate. 
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Notes of the Week 


Minister at the RIBA 


R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, 
can be in no doubt, after his informal 
talk with a small number -of representa- 
tives at the RIBA last week, of the un- 
popularity among architects of certain 
aspects of planning control. Opinion on 
the architects’ side was somewhat divided 
on the question of whether planning con- 
trol does more good than harm, but the 
architects were nevertheless unanimous 
in their opposition to the aesthetic control 
of buildings designed by architects. The 
Minister went a long way with the archi- 
tects in regard to aesthetic control, but 
refused to concede that this was a power 
that could be entirely dispensed with. He 
gave an assurarice, however, that on 
appeal he was very reluctant to refuse 
permission for a new architect-designed 
building on aesthetic grounds alone, and 
only exercised his powers in this direction 
in very special cases. 

Other subjects discussed, in addition 
to planning controls generally, were 
“How should high buildings be con- 
trolled in London?’ and ‘ Have the New 
Towns been successful architecturally, 
and if not why not?’ Some lively dis- 
cussion followed, but the wish was 
expressed by the President, Mr. K. M. B. 
Cross, who was in the chair, that, in order 
that speakers might be uninhibited in 
the views that they put forward, the meet- 
ing should not be reported in detail. 
With central and local government play- 
ing, for better or worse, such a large part 
in regulating the activities of architects 
today, the value of such an informal 
meeting, when leading architects in 
different spheres can express their views 
freely to the Minister in control of plan-

A Flagpole for Kew 


ANYTHING in the nature of a record js 
sure to invite comparisons, and the 225-ft. 
flagpole that has been presented to Kew 
Gardens as the Centennial Year gift of 
the province of British Columbia and its 
forest industry to the people of Britain, 
has already produced a letter to The 
Times. The new flagpole, which will 
replace the 217ft. flagpole erected at 
Kew in 1919 (also a gift from British 
Columbia), has presented quite a prob- 
lem in transport since it was cut from 
the Douglas fir forest of Vancouver 
Island, and its arrival undamaged in 
London is something of an achievement. 

The flagpole, it is stated, contains 
enough wood to construct a three-bed- 
room, all-wood house of the kind built 
in British Columbia. It measures 51 in. 
in diameter at the butt and 13 in. at the 
top. A writer to The Times notes that 
a flagpole at the Panama Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition of 1915 measured 
299 ft. 7in., while the flagstaff at the 
Festival of Britain was a mere 102 ft. He 
further states that the highest Douglas fir 
ever recorded was 380 ft., so still higher 
flagpoles are, presumably, possible. In 
comparison, St. Paul’s is 365 ft. high.

Architectural Education 


To the Editor of The Builder 


S/R —The leading article in your issue 

cf May 23 is very timely, and I very 
much admire the courage with which 
sraig1t talk upon a delicate subject has 
been resented. 

It 3 very evident that the feeling that 
archi 2cture is being taught by wrong 
meth ds is widespread among architects 
of ve y divergent opinions and that this 
feelii impinges upon an educational 
mact ne which, from being the servant 
of ar hitecture, has become an all power- 
ful ¢ ctatorship. The problem is further 
com} .icated by the fact that more than a 
gene ation of architects has itself been in 
the : ip of this massive organisation and 
is t us suffering from its unbending 
ideo ogy. 

Ar hitecture, when I was a student in the 
early years of the century, was a fine art 
pract sed by senior men whose names were 
hous: 10ld conversation. Many were great 
artist . and if some did not quite reach this 
pinn: le, they were big in their approach to 
their art and profession. Whereas then it 
was «sy to run off a list of 20 to 30 men of 
that calibre, now, unless one is in the pro- 
fessicaal inner circle, the fingers on one 
hand suffice to count the great and even 
amonz them there is no Lutyens. 


Ali of these men of the past were the 
pupils of another and carried on a profes- 
siona: heredity to which they added personal 
characteristics. As young men they moved 
from office to office, and out of this enmesh- 
ment of personalities, there grew up a 
standard of taste and an expression of 
human dignity which the present age 
entircly lacks. 

It is not wars and financial stringency 
which have brought about this sterile course, 
but the way in which this great art of 
architecture has been degraded in the forc- 
ing house of the schools. 

The movement from art to routine has 
been insidious though rapid. The staffs of 
the most fashionable of the schools have 
formed themselves into boards of directors 
setting a policy in design and determined to 
advertise their products by the most spec- 
tacular means, and the lesser schools have 
been quick to follow the leaders. This sort 
of thing is of the essence of modern 
industry, and it is not surprising that the 
product should be a factory product, nor 
that those few who force their heads above 
the mass-produced level of mediocrity, do so 
with difficulty, and in spite of the training 
rather than because of it. 

I am quite convinced that the schools 
have a real contribution to make to the 
training of architects, but it must be a sub- 
servient function to that other training 
within the live world of building where the 
three dimensions of structure grow delight- 
fully and in reality out of the paper planning 
of those who know what they are doing. It 
is ridiculous that students who have not 
livec in this world except for a perfunctory 
minimum time, should be given the hall- 
mars qualification which to the public 
shov'd indicate a full competence. No 
sche>1 should dictate, let alone create the 
exam ination standard and its form. Such 


examinations should be entirely external and 
independent. It is for the schools to adapt 
themselves to these standards, not manu- 
facture them for their own convenience. 
Some very deep thinking about this matter 
will have to be done before we are able to 
instil into our architecture some of the 
gracious qualities of human life, for which 
the machine is designed as a servant and not 
a master.

City Replanning Failure ? 
To the Editor of The Builder 
GIR,—The remarks made by the Lord 


Mayor at the LMBA luncheon 
recently when he questioned the skill of 
British architects (though not, it may be 
noted, British builders at a_ builders’ 
luncheon), must, I feel, be challenged. 

Undoubtedly, there is a lot to be said for 
his comments regarding a greater study 
abroad in the imaginative use of modern 
building materials and aesthetic design. 
I am sure we can all agree that the 
City is not above criticism in_ this 
respect. But is it only the architects, 
I wonder, who are the cause for many 
to deplore the present redevelopment 
of the City as a crime against London and 
Londoners; as a perfect example for all to 
say, now and in the future—that is how not 
to do it? Is it the architects’ fault that street- 
widening schemes in such roads as, say, St. 
Andrews-street, are hardly sufficient to cope 
with present congestion, let alone future? Is 
it the architects’ fault that there are huge 
piles of monotonous office buildings, floor 
upon floor, set-back upon set-back, each with 
its ridiculous little underground garages, 
each with entries and exits that can only add 
to the confusion above? What a wonderful 
example of modern planning is, say, 
Mincing-lane, where the windows line up, 
even if nothing else does. 

No, if the architects are to be criticised, 
let it be said that the unfortunate organisa- 


tion and control of 
planning in the 
City, with its lack 
of real cohesive 
planning and en- 
couragement of 
sporadic piecemeal 
develop- 
ment, brings out ‘f 
the worst in our 
profession. Pro- 
vide a stimulating 
atmosphere and 
background, and 
you will get stimu- 
lating and imagin- 
ative designs from 
the best architects. 

What was really required was a compre- 
hensive plan, not a series of compulsory 
purchase orders of land to be then leased 
to individual developers to play havoc 
as they wished within the prescribed limits 
set by the City Planning Office, a plan for 
excavating the whole of the City to a base- 
ment level and using it for all goods, circu- 
lation and car parking with generous ramps 
at intervals—not silly ramps to silly car 
parks. Three-dimensional planning with a 
truly mixed use of buildings could 
create a ‘live’ City. After all, why 
should not flats be built over offices, 
offices over warehouses, and cinemas and 
theatres incorporated in the scheme of 
things? Why should not people live in the 
same building as they work and circulate 
vertically, where they can be organised, 
instead of horizontally in cars and buses, 
where they cannot? 

Economics enter into this to the extent that 
a controlled density of at least twice the 
present maximum could be achieved without 
any difficulty, resulting in the greater effec- 
tive use of land. There can be little doubt 
that the future will say London lost its 
second chance of becoming a really great 
city architecturally in the 1950’s. What a 
recrimination of our present system, of which 
the architects working on the City redevelop- 
ment are but a small part!

Payments to Sub-contractors 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—I am rather surprised by the 

letters which have been appearing 
about payments to sub-contractors for it 
would appear that quantity surveyors 
have no existence in the contracts written 
about. Surely it is the practice in all 
quantity surveying offices not only to set 
out in the valuation for payment sent to 
the architect the amounts included 
therein which are payable to nominated 
sub-contractors but also to notify the 
sub-contracting firm of the amount 
included for them? It is common for 
quantity surveyors to arrange with the 
architect that a nominated sub-contractor 
is paid up either in full or virtually so, 
once his work has been in position for 
the maintenance period noted in the con- 
tract, which is all, so far as the building 
owner is concerned, that he is entitled to.

“PROOYAL Academy’s New Look,’ 
“Royal Academy’s Face Lift,’ 
‘Academy with a Difference, ‘A Re- 
sounding Tinkle’; the headlines appear 
as the cherished occasions of the Private 
View and Opening Day come round yet 
again. Once more the President’s ban- 
quet speech (with the slogan—Excellence 
of Kind) breathed tolerance and liberality 
and the most avant garde little fishes 
were welcomed in with gently smiling 
jaws. But how sad that the big fish, per- 
haps unaware of the warmth of the wel- 
come, have elected to stay outside. Why 
the absence of such names as Sutherland 
and Bacon, Epstein and Moore at a point 
when, for once, British Art is being taken 
quite seriously irf the international field? 
What then is this change that the 
officials of the Academy and the critics 
seem to think has taken place? As far 
as we can see, it is a change in hanging

and arrangement only, and the standard 
and variety of the work seems as average 
as usual. Where painting is concerned, 
the more modern pictures have been 
allowed to stray in among the diehards in- 
stead of hiding their shame in a reserve 
of their own. This change (which gives 
a lift to the whole exhibition) would be 
a very good thing if it did not lead to 
the eclipse of some of the quieter tradi- 
tional work. In some of the rooms we 
would defy anyone to be able to see be- 
yond the big, brutal Bratbys. Which 
brings us to our point that the change in 
arrangement does not extend to the sculp- 
ture, which is still confined to the Octa- 
gon, which is possible from a display 
point of view, and the Lecture Room,

which is quite impossible, with a few 
stray pieces scattered in the picture gal- 
leries. Is it too much to hope that next 
year someone will solve the problem of 
sculpture display in these galleries and 
that then the notable absentees will con- 
sider it worthwhile to come in ? 

Meanwhile the clichés of contem- 
porary British sculpture are multiplying 
(and prove nearly as tiresome as the old 
ones), so that it becomes increasingly 
difficult to ferret out works of real 
vitality. However, starting in the Octa- 
gon we find examples of the work of two 
sculptors who change and advance year 
by year. The first is WILLI SouKoP with 
‘Rodrigo "—an elongated coloured wood 
carving, cubist in flavour, of a kneeling 
man, burnt up with the sun of Spain, 
whose arms are tightly folded as if to 
keep in his pride and his anger. The sur- 
face is enriched with a harlequin-ish pat- 
tern in faded red and blue which gives 
quality and texture to the whole. The 
second sculptor is SYDNEY HARPLEY with 
his * Sally’ and ‘ Girl Dusting her Dress,’ 
both in concrete. Harpley has turned 
from his smooth modelling of last year 
to a kind of neo-impressionism which 
produces a surprising feeling of reality 
and vitality. These two artists, following 
very different paths, both give satisfying 
sculptural form to an inner vision. In 
contrast the surrounding exhibits are just 
statues to fill a space or top a pedestal. 

In the welter of stuff in the Lecture 
Room we come across SIEGFRIED 
CHAROUX, who should never be over- 
looked as he is apt to spring surprises. 
We are thankful to see that he has for- 
saken his recent types and taken to the 
world of music. There is a vast ’Cellist 
(in blue cement); a small statuette, 
‘Piano Player’; and a delightful little 
group called * Quartet.’ The small pieces 
are masterly while the monumental ’ Cel- 
list, though not so successful, is interest- 
ing in composition and definitely is a 
powerful piece. 


A Sad Tale 


But the evil moment cannot be put off 
any longer, the architectural items must 
be considered—and what a sad tale it is. 
There is not much to choose from and 
what is not rather dull is thoroughly bad. 
MAuRICE LAMBERT’S ordeal in providing 
“The Angel of Light overcoming the 
Powers of Darkness’ (six times in suc- 
cession with variations), for the Associ- 
ated Electrical Industries’ building, ought 
to command sympathy rather than 
criticism. It is a pity that a sculptor of 
his calibre should be wasting his gifts in 
this kind of effort. In contrast Davip 
MCFALL’s two sketch models for the 
figures of St. Bride and St. Paul, for the 
restored St. Bride’s, Fleet-street, are un- 
pretentious but sincerely and sensitively 
conceived and when full size should look 
dignified and appropriate in a City 
church. 

Portraiture nearly always reaches a 
high standard in the Academy and this 
year is no exception. Davip MCFALL’s 
head of Sir Winston Churchill is impor- 
tant, first of all, as a record but it also

stands high as a work of art. To por ray 
a great man as an old man, without let- 
ting his greatness down, must be a very 
delicate job and argues great sympathy 
and understanding on the side of the 
artist. David McFall must here hive 
achieved one of his best works. 
Nice Contrast 

The President, SiR CHARLES WHEELER, 
shows a bronze portrait bust of the Lord 
Hives, a perfectly straightforward like- 
ness with a nice contrast of texture be- 
tween the roughly modelled clothes and 
the smoother treatment of the head. In 
fact, it is an example of something that 
is very good of its kind. Dora GorDINE 
has an ‘ African Head’ that is very good 
of a different kind. This is a work of 
great simplicity which achieves its effect 
by the downcast pose and subtlety of 


modelling. It suggests great continents, 
silence, dark forests and oppressed 
peoples.

TH! is not a particularly good year STANLEY 
ior architectural water-colours. 

There is no lack of drawings in which 


architec cture is incidental to landscape, but 
there « *e comparatively few in which the 
architecture is the chief interest. As to 
popul«; preferences so far disclosed by 
the litle red labels denoting ‘sold’ 
(rather more numerous than usual at this 
early stage of the exhibition), these are 
mostly for drawings either of familiar 
subjecis or, where the locale is unspeci- 
fied, of an obviously nostalgic appeal. 


Characteristic Exhibits 

Although the names of a few archi- 
tects and others who generally exhibit in 
these galleries are missing this year, Pro- 
fessor SIR ALBERT RICHARDSON, PPRA, 
and Mr. Curtis GREEN, RA, continue 
their support. Sir Albert, indeed, has 
four characteristic exhibits, the best be- 
ing a deft impression of the Baldachino, 
Angers Cathedral (881), a wash drawing 
with a touch more colour than he usually 
employs. Mr. Curtis Green shows two of 
his atmospheric landscapes, Port Soller, 
Majorca (732), and Sicilian Coast (860), 
both having that strange ethereal quality 
that has characterised his water-colours 
of recent years; may it be suggested that 
many of Mr. Green’s admirers remember- 
ing his masterly draughtsmanship, would 
like him to return now and again to a 
subject of architectural interest? For 
sheer artistry in portraying the architec- 
tural scene there is no one, this year at 
least, to touch Mr. HENRY RUSHBURY,

An attractive representation of the 
Venetian scene is Mr. WILLIAM Gas- 
KELL’S impressionistic Giudecca Canale 
(812). Another favourite subject, Brix- 
ham (731), is well handled by Mr.

In Mr. LEONARD SQUIRRELL’S Golden 
Afternoon, Knaresborough (887), the 
architectural interest is subordinate, but 
he has never better captured the summer- 
time luxuriance of a certain kind of Eng- 
lish landscape . Another sort of English 
landscape, the wintry, plus a touch of 
rural architecture, is sharply shown in 
Mr. H. CHANCELLOR Pope’s Cobbett’s 
Farm (867), which does not appear to be 
the farmhouse associated with the Rural 
Riding old Radical near Normandy vil- 
Jage in Surrey. 


Pleasant Drawing 


Mr. W. H. ANSELL shows a pleasant 
little drawing of The Horloge, Avallon 
(910), and Mr. J. FLETCHER WATSON one 
of Castle Acre Priory (930)—a good, 
clean drawing that could have been done 
by no one but an architect. A large draw- 
ing of the Central Lobby of the Palace 
of Westminster (919), by Mr. JoHN WarD, 
ARA, is rather empty-looking, but the 
richness of the gothic detail is well sug- 
gested. Mr. CLARENCE BLACKBURN’S St. 
Paul’s (925) is a brilliant drawing, but the 
foreshortening of the dome and the west- 
ern towers leaves something to be 
desired. 


As suggested, this is not a vintage year, 
but there are some good things in the 
galleries, though they have to be looked 
for. Not all of them are mentioned in 
these necessarily brief notes. 


‘TOO MUCH SUNSHINE’ 


Venetian Blinds for Hampshire 
Schools 
MORE than £17,000 is to be spent by 


Hampshire county education com- 
mittee on providing venetian blinds for the 
southern windows of certain schools built 
after the war or now under construction. 

Some time ago the committee dispensed 
with the provision of permanent external 
canopies at schools because of the high cost, 
and the need to keep building costs within 
estimates based on a figure laid down by 
the Minister of Education. 

It says it is now concerned, however, at 
the discomfort caused to children by glare 
of the sun and overheated class-rooms in 
summer time owing to the large expanse 
of windows. 

The committee says 
these large windows is required by the 
Ministry’s regulations. which prescribe a 
minimum natural lighting factor. 

The Ministry, it states, has discouraged 
the wide use of artificial lighting as a means 
of reducing the size of windows. 

Blinds of the venetian pattern have been 
decided on after tests of the alternative 
methods of reducing glare and overheating. 
These have included blinds, curtains and 
tinted glass. 

The committee has found that the instal- 
lation of double glazing would provide in- 
sulation against heat—but the cost would 
be excessive and the Ministry, after investi- 
gation, had stated that double glazing could 
not be justified in a normal school. 

CRICKET 
LMBA’‘s Good Start 

THe LMBA Cricket Club opened its 
season with an exciting match against the 
LCC architects at Ashtead. It ended in a 
draw, with the LMBA needing only one run 
to win. LCC won the toss and batted 
steadily, their opening batsman, A. Rowe, 
making 77. They were all out for 241, 
leaving the LMBA 23 hours to get the runs; 
with the help of A. Cload, 108, they got 
them, but not the extra one needed to win. 
With the last ball to come, the LMBA 
needed five. Ivor Thomas, 19 not out, tried 
hard for a six, but could only get a four. 

The LMBA’s other matches are against 
the RICS on June 4, the RIBA on June 17 
and the Blue Circle Sports Club on June 27.

Bb hae new headquarters of the National Union of General and Municipal Workers is on the site 

of Nos. 4 to 8, Endsleigh-gardens, where buildings erected early last century had completed 
their life of usefulness : the demolition revealed some curious examples of construction, one being 
the use of stone ginger beer bottles in lieu of foundations for the party walls. 


The new premises provide office accommodation for the Union on three floors, laid out so as to be 
easily adjusted and rearranged by light construction partitions. The basement floor contains kitchen, 
canteen, filing and strong rooms, with garage and a shelter in the sub-basement, sufficient to with- 
stand the collapse of the whole building. One floor is occupied by tenants and on the top floor is 
living accommodation. The Council Chamber on the ground floor is approached from a lobby extend- 
ing the full length of the offices and chamber. A third floor room has been fitted out as a small cinema. 


The mouldings on the bronze doors compare industry in 1956 with 1889, and the top panel on the 
left depicts Thorne House. All the mouldings and carvings are the work of Esmond Burton.

In tie Cathedral as completed by Wren 
the choir was separated from the dome 
area and the nave by the organ screen, so 
that the high altar could not be seen from 
any gieat distance. In the latter half of 
the nineteenth century, however, the organ 
was divided and placed on each side of the 
choir and the screen removed. Thus for 
the first time the altar could be seen from 
the extreme west end of the nave, and it 
was no doubt to give it the necessary 
prominence in this setting that the lofty 
marble reredos, designed by Bodley and 
Garner, was erected. This was seriously 
damaged by a bomb in October, 1940, 
and the Dean and Chapter, on the advice 
of their architects and that of the Royal 
Fine Art Commission, decided that the 
) opportunity had come to carry out the 

spirit of Wren’s wishes, and the new 

baldachino was designed. 

It is 54 ft. high and 26 ft. wide, richly 
carved, coloured and gilded. At each 
corner the canopy is supported on a 
square pier, flanked by one fluted and one 
twisted Corinthian column. 

The drum of the dome, which is also 
highly ornamented, is pierced by lunettes. 
Above are four adoring angels, and 
surmounting the whole structure is a 
figure of the Risen Lord. These five 

) figures, which are about life size, were 
‘carved in the workshops of Méessrs. 
_E. J. and A. T. Bradford, of London, in 
/ accordance with models made by Mr. 
A. W. Banks.

Ea 1. of the spiral columns consists of 


many segments of carefully selected oak, 
and the first step was the bonding of these 
pieces with Aerolite 300 into the form of 
an octahedron 15 ft. long—the shaft 
length of the column. This work was 
done by Messrs. Rattee and Kett, Ltd., of 
Cambridge, with whom the contracts for 
the wood were placed, the execution of 
the work having been under the direction 
of Mr. W. F. Haslop, head of the com- 
pany’s carving department. 

The columns required to be turned, and 
for this purpose they were taken to the 
workshops of Messrs. George Stow and 
Co., Ltd., waterworks engineers, of Slough, 
one of the few firms in southern England 
having a suitable lathe for turning objects 
of this size. In turning, each column 
was cut down from a total weight of 25 
cwt. to 16 cwt. First the column was 
turned to a smooth cylindrical shape and 
the spiral groove was then cut. The 
first cut was not strictly cylindrical because 
the columns in their finished form have 
entasis. Messrs. J. Whitehead and Sons, 
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Ltd., of Kennington, have been responsible 
for the marblework. 

The most notable exemplar of the 
baldachino is, of course, Bernini’s in 
St. Peter’s, Rome, a few details of which 
are interesting for comparison. Designed 
in 1633, it is of cast bronze obtained 
partly from the roof of the Pantheon and 
partly from metal bought at Venice by 
Pope Urban VIII. It stands immediately 
under the cupola, its height being 93 ft. 
3 in. from the pavement to the top of 
the cross. 

The American Memorial Chapel, which 
is to be dedicated in November, has 
its own altar in the centre of the apse, 
enclosed with elaborate wrought-iron rails 
and flanked by oak stalls and panelling, 
a marble floor embodying the five-pointed 
Star in its pattern, and at the western end, 
immediately behind the high altar, a 
raised marble pedestal holding a book 
containing the names of members of the 
American forces who lost their lives 
while based on Britain during the war. 
The foregoing particulars are for the most 
part extracted and adapted from a well- 
illustrated brochure issued by Aero Re- 
search, Ltd.

About the judging, I cannot do better 
than respectfully echo what Prince Philip 
said in presenting the certificates to the 
manufacturers. Stressing the value of the 
enterprise, he mentioned the imperfec- 
tions of judgment 
based ‘on personal 
opinion. Now, the 
choice before the 
CoID in setting up 
the Design Centre 
has been, broadly, 
between Museum of 
Modern Art and 
Shoppers’ Guide. It 
is disappointing 
that the sights could 
not be raised to the 
first target, but the 
second is still per- 
haps even more 
necessary. In any 
case, the choice has 
been made, so 
might not the de- 
signs of the year 
represent the shop- 
ping public’s choice, 
the Design Centre 
surely offering a 
means of ascertaining it by ballot ? In 
favour of its value as an annual check-up 
on the effectiveness of the educational 
system, those who are professionally 
graduated, or quicker learners, or who 
dislike being told what they ought to 
like would, I think, be. prepared to wait 
for the more serious alternative.

English Craftsmen in France 


Two Associates of the Incorporated 

British Institute of Certified Carpen- 
ters, Mr. T. G. Frost and Mr. T. Oram, 
were recently received as members of the 
Companions of Duty (les Compagnons du 
Devoir), the age-old French craft associa- 
tion, with which they are spending a year 
as working students.

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‘THE CASE FOR DIRECT 
CARVING’ 


Stone Sculpture Technique 


R. MARK BATTEN, PRBS, FRSA, 
2 cave a talk on ‘The Case for Direct 
Carving’ to members of the Art Workers’ 
Guild at an open meeting held on May 14, 
at 6, Queen-street, WC1. Mr. Batten said: 

Stone sculptures are produced in several 
diferent ways which impart to the works 
characteristically different qualities. These 
different techniques fall into two main 
groups. Direct carving and a number of 
diferent forms of working indirectly. 

The minimum claim that I shall make in 
‘The Case for Direct Carving’ is that this 
technique imparts to the work qualities 
which can be obtained in no other way. I 
would say that these are very characteristic 
qualities which are most decidedly worth 
obtaining as one contribution to art in 
general. Even if you cannot agree that all 
sculptures in stone should be worked in the 
way I advocate I hope you will agree, at the 
very least, that it is important that some 
should be so made. 

The various different techniques to which 
| have referred are as follows. I start with 
the indirect methods. One, the sculptor pro- 
ceeds by making a small model of the pro- 
posed stone sculpture in clay or wax. He 
works on this until he has finally fixed the 
design. This model through which the 
design is worked out is often of a scale as 
little as one inch to one foot. Think of 
this as a process of settling the design of, 
say, an 8 ft. high stone carving by working 
on an 8 in. high clay model. 

When he is satisfied with the design as 
seen in this little model he copies it into a 
full-sized clay model. This clay model, the 
size of the finished stone, is then cast in 
plaster of paris. The process of bringing 
the small model up to the full size one is 
usually done with the aid of a mechanical 
enlarging machine. 

At this point one of three alternative 
procedures are followed. Either the sculptor 
employs a tradesman stone carver to copy 
his plaster cast into stone for him. This is 
done by aid of a slow and elaborate method 
of comparing the stone with the: plaster 
prototype by a system of measurements 
taken at many stages. A mechanised device 
called a pointing machine is used for this. 
Hundreds of measurements are taken, if not 
thousands. This happens if the sculptor is 
totally inexperienced as a stone carver. 

Another alternative is for the stone 
carver to copy the plaster cast into stone 


under the real supervision of a sculptor . 


who has some experience of stone carving 
and sometimes touches the work up a little 
at the finish. A further alternative is for 
the sculptor: to copy his own plaster cast 
into stone, using this system of measure- 
ments called pointing. In these cases the 
roughing out stages are usually done by 
assistants. 

In contrast to all this, by the direct 
carving technique the sculptor himself cuts 
into the block of stone with no preparatory 
modelling or, at the most, after only some 
experiments with a maquette. In cases where 
a Maquette is used there is no idea of copy- 
ing it but only of forming the most general 


ideas from it. I myself avoid working even 
with a maquette. I make only a few pre- 
liminary drawings and diagrams mainly to 
satisfy the architect or other client. 

The attitude of the direct carver is that 
here is a block of stone before which he 
stands with carving tools and he sets out to 
make the most interesting and significant 
object he can from it, without reference to 
something else. There is no copying of 
forms arising from the physical properties 
characteristic of another material. Likewise 
there is no copying of inappropriate surface 
characteristics and textures originating in 
the handling of another material. It may 
be said that these are all matters of subtle 
distinction. 

I say that art is concerned with matters 
of the greatest subtlety. It is impossible for 
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a modeller to work out in clay forms which 
are right for stone carving. This is cer- 
tainly very much so if he is not an experi- 
enced stone carver. Even if he is a stone 
carver. he cannot work out in clay what 
should be done in stone. If the sculptor in 
charge is not a stone carver and is trying 
to work out in clay for stone carving he 
will fail to get the right forms. He invents 
absurd crudities which he imagines are the 
forms which naturally arise in the carving 
process. 

Furthermore, what would be the right 
shape formed with the wrong kind of ges- 
tures, or with timid ones, fails to arouse in 
the spectator the right response. This corre- 
sponds to what is called in painting, brush- 
work, or texture of paint. How can this be 
worked out through another man? 





PRESERVATION OF 
THE SURREY HILLS 


As a National Park 


AsbouT 160 square miles of the loveliest 

countryside in the Surrey Hills are to 
be established as an ‘area of outstanding 
natural beauty’ as the result of the confir- 
mation, by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, of 
an Order made by the National Parks Com- 
mission under the National Parks and Access 
to the Countryside Act, 1949. 

In the north, the designated area includes 
the Hog’s Back and the whole of the ridge 
of the North Downs in Surrey from Guild- 
ford to Titsey in the east. South of the 
Downs, it includes the major part of the 
Greensand ridges from Leith Hill through 
Hascombe to Hindhead Common and the 
Devil’s Punch Bowl. The well-known vil- 
lages of Abinger, Shere, Hambledon, Chid- 
dingfold and Thursley, and many famous 
beauty spots, such as Frensham Ponds, 
Crooksbury Common and Box Hill are all 
within the area. Four similar areas have 
already been established. They are the 
Quantock Hills (Somerset) and the North- 
umberland coast in England, and the 
Gower and Lleyn peninsulas in Wales. 

The responsibility for preserving and 
enhancing the natural beauty of the land- 
scape rests with the local planning authority, 
Surrey County Council. 

Government grants can be made at the 
rate of 75 per cent. towards the cost of 
treating derelict land, tree planting and pre- 
servation, and removing  disfigurements. 
Grants are also available towards expen- 
diture incurred in making agreements or 
orders for public access to open country and 


in appointing wardens. Designation does 
not of itself provide any additional right of 
access to private land. 

Visitors to the area are being asked to 
follow the maxims of the Country Code and, 
in particular, to help to preserve the beauty 
of the countryside by being careful not to 
leave litter, but to take it home. 


FORMS OF INVITATION TO 
TENDER 


FASS Prepare Draft Forms 


Tue Federation of Associations of Speci- 
alists and Sub-contractors has issued the 
following statement: 

In November, 1955, the Federation of 
Associations of Specialists and Sub-con- 
tractors proposed to the Joint Consultative 
Committee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors 
and Builders that, in the interests of stan- 
dardisation, forms of invitation to tender 
should be published under appropriate spon- 
sorship. This proposal was agreed in 
principle. 

Although it had been contemplated that 
drafts should be prepared by the JCC, early 
in 1957, to avoid further delay, FASS 
decided itself to prepare a draft of an invi- 
tation to tender appropriate to specialists 
and sub-contractors. This was forwarded 
to the Joint Consultative Committee in 
December, 1957. Copies were also sent for 
information to Local Authorities’ Associa- 
tions, the London County Council, and to 
the Metropolitan Boroughs Joint Standing 
Committee. 

The advantages of such standardised 
forms will be apparent to all interested 
parties. They would represent a further step 
in the standardisation of contractual pro- 
cedure. 
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THE HATFIELD 
INQUIRY 


Further Evidence on Gale Damage 
to Roofs 


(THE public inquiry into the gale damage 

to roofs of houses on the South Hat- 
field Estate was resumed at Hatfield New 
Town (Herts) on May 20. The inquiry is 
being conducted on behalf of the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government by Mr. 
MIcHAEL Rowe, QC. 

When it opened on March 18, he was told 
by Mr. LESLIE SCARMAN, QC, for the New 
Town Development Corporation, that the 
roofs of 28 houses were completely blown 
off and 18 others partially removed during 
the gale last November. 

Last Tuesday, Mr. FREDERICK WILLIAM 
McLeEop, a direetor of George Wimpey and 
Co., Ltd., said that between 1946 and 1956 
he was manager of the department of the 
company responsible for building the 
houses, Drawings for the houses were not 
checked by his own engineers. 

There was collaboration with the develop- 
ment corporation for securing economy 
and modifications resulting from the com- 
pany’s éxperience in building the type of 
house, but the company had not concerned 
themselves with questions of structural 
stability. 

Walls of the houses were constructed 
from concrete, which was poured into pre- 
fabricated shuttering the size of the walls of 
the house. This system reduced the amount 
of skilled labour required for building a 
wall, but did not give precision results. 
There might be three-quarters of an inch 
error in a 42 ft. length of wall for two 
houses. That error was acceptable, he said. 

Mr. MoLeop said: ‘My firm was ex- 
tremely anxious to make a success of this 
job and to give satisfaction. So far as we 
knew the contract went satisfactorily. We 
had an adequate number of workmen and 
there was an almost entire absence of com- 
plaints. We are the main contractors and 
are not attempting to hide behind any sub- 
contractors.’ 

Mr. D. Stewart Brown, for Messrs. 
Wimpey, said it had been suggested that 
the architect was entitled to expect some 
nailing at the wall plates. 

Mr. McLEop replied that would have been 
so with traditional roofs, but the roofs on 
the houses were not of the traditional type. 
He understood that since the last sitting of 
the inquiry the Building Research Society 
had carried out tests to ascertain what suc- 
tion pressure one of the roofs of the houses 
would stand. 

Mr. FRANK WELLS, general foreman on 
the site, said: ‘I complied with the normal 
contract plans and specifications. There 
was no provision in the documents for nail- 
ing the roofs.’ 

The inquiry was adjourned until May 21. 


Use of Two-inch* Nails 


Two-inch nails were not sufficient to hold 
down a house roof in a high wind, a civil 
engineer stated when the inquiry was 
resumed on May 21. The engineer, Mr. 
LESLIE TURNER, who examined one of the 
damaged houses, said that nailing was not 
a good method of withstanding wind forces. 
Bolts or straps could be used. 


Earlier, a consulting engineer, MR. 
ROBERT TRAFFORD JAMES, told the inquiry 
that the design of the roofs was not ade- 
quate for the conditions on that night. 

He added: ‘It is no surprise to me that 
the roofs were blown off in those circum- 
stances.” The design should be one that 
would resist wind suction. 

Mr. STEWART Brown, QC, for the con- 
tractors, George Wimpey and Co., Ltd.: If 
it was the intention of the architect to use 
nails in the design to resist upwards loads, 
is that, in your opinion, a good design?— 
No, it is a poor design. 

Cross-examined by Mr. LESLIE SCARMAN, 
QC, for the Development Corporation, MR. 
JAMES said that he was of the opinion that 
the design of the roofs was unsound. 

Mr. SCARMAN: In this particular—that no 
proper provision was made with regard to 
the uplift of the wind?—Yes. 

Mr. J. Fox ANDREWS, junior to Mr. N. 
Fox Andrews, for the architects Lionel 
Brett and H. W. K. Boyd, reminded Mr. 
Turner of a three-inch gap which it had 
been stated was found between the 
sprockets and wall plates of some houses. 

Mr. TURNER said that he would be pre- 
pared to allow a tolerance of two inches. 
Asked by Mr. Fox Andrews if he would 
consider a gap of three inches bad work- 
manship he replied: ‘In my job it would 
be bad workmanship.’ 

Mr. Fox ANDREWS: Would it not be 
proper for the foreman, with the appearance 
of a three-inch gap, to have informed the 
architects of the problem?—Yes, assuming 
that I am a housebuilder. If a foreman 
found it in my own work I would hope 
that he would inform me. 

Mr. Horace ERNEST COMBEN, civil 
engineer, and a director of Comben and 
Wakeling Ltd., building contractors, said 
he was a member of the informal com- 
mittee of inquiry which was set up after 
the gale. The layout of the houses 
reminded him of a caterpillar. The design 
of the curved terraces was extravagant and 
had led to a great number of difficulties. 

“I should say it doubled the work of the 
carpenters and everybody. I imagine that 
every timber had to be tailor-made.’ 

The case for George Wimpey and Com- 
pany was then concluded. 

Mr. SCARMAN gave notice that he wished 
to recall three previous witnesses who con- 
ducted an inquiry for the Development 
Corporation, and the clerk of works Mr. 
Garnett. 


QC Sees Gale Damage 


Evidence was completed on May 22 at 
the inquiry, when Mr. Michael Rowe, QC, 
conducting the inquiry, said that he would 
examine some of the damaged houses in 
Hazel-grove, South Hatfield. 

Mr. J. Fox ANDREws, for the architects, 
Lionel Brett and H. W. K. Boyd, said that 
the contractors, George Wimpey and Co, 
Ltd., had not placed reinforcing rods in the 
concrete above the corbels as specified, 
‘they have not done what they undertook 
to do.’ 

Mr. GARNETT, clerk of the works, said 
that he was not aware that the reinforcing 
rods were not being used. He agreed that, 
although he knew in the later stages of the 
contract that some corbels were being 
moved, he did not point this out to either 
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of the architects. 

Mr. Boyp said that on one occasion fy 
had pointed out to Mr. Garnett a gap 
between some sprockets and a wall plate 
Mr. Garnett had agreed to see that the gap 
was properly filled. 

PROF. ALFRED PIPPARD, who took part ip 
a preliminary inquiry on behalf of th 
development corporation, was recalled }y 
Mr. Leslie Scarman, for the developmey 
corporation. Mr. SCARMAN Said that yester. 
day two witnesses said they disagreed with 
Prof. Pippard that lack of nails in the rogf 
was one of the causes of the roofs blowing 
off. He asked the Professor: ‘ Have you ip 
any way changed your view that the absence 
of nailing was critical on this night of 
disaster? ’ 

Professor Pippard: ‘I have not changed 
my view.’ 

Six Questions 

In his closing speech Mr. N. Fo 
ANDREWS, for the architects, said that the 
six questions asked by Mr. Scarman at the 
beginning of the inquiry had been answered, 
He submitted: 

That the wind on the night of the gal 
was not of such a force that it should not 
have been taken into account in the design 
of the houses; 

The design of the houses had made pro- 
vision for the securing of the roofs; 

The provision made for securing was 
proficient; 

The architects had taken sufficient steps 
to communicate their instructions to the 
builders; 

The builders George Wimpey and Co, 
Ltd., had not constructed the roofs accord- 
ing to instructions and in a workmanlike 
manner; 

No failure in the design had caused the 
damage to the roofs. 

The duties of an architect could be 
defined under three headings, said Mr. Fox 
Andrews: to provide a correct design and 
specification; to take reasonable care to 
ensure that both were understood by th 
builder; to make sure that the work wa 
being carried out in accordance with the 
contract. 

He submitted that there was no complaint 
to be made against the architects. The 
damage had not resulted from anything they 
had done or failed to do. He also sub- 
mitted there had been serious omissions in 
the case for Wimpeys. Three people—Mr. 
Hagan, the carpentry sub-contractor to 
Wimpeys, his foreman, and Mr. Collins, an 
architect acting for Wimpeys—had not been 
called to give evidence. He continued: 
‘Where was Mr. Hagan? We know where 
he lives. Who knows whether he went to 
the job to see whether his men were doing 
it properly or not? Who knows what the 
architects’ instructions conveyed to Mr. 
Hagan or his workmen?’ It was also 
important that the inspector should have 
heard Hagan’s foreman—‘ the man who did 
the job.’ 

Mr. Fox Andrews pointed out that 
evidence had been given that Wimpeys 
thought the nailing of the roofs was for 
positioning only and not for anchorage. 
‘It is not true that Wimpeys could have 
regarded the nailing of the sprockets and 
the wall plates to be for positioning. In 2 
strip of three houses there were no nails 
whatsoever,’ he added.

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Mr. J. Fox Andrews, referring to the gaps 
which were found between sprockets and 
wall plates of some roofs, said that Wim- 
peys” explanation of this was improbable. 

The chairman went to view some dam- 
aged houses and the inquiry was adjourned. 


Question of Design 

When the inquiry was resumed on May 
73, Mr. D. STEWART Brown, QC, for the 
builders, said: ‘Upon the evidence you can 
only find that the primary cause of the 
disaster was that the design was inadequate 
and that the construction of the roof was 
not proper to meet the contingencies.’ 

He suggested that any feature of the 
design which remained ‘in the head’ of the 
architect and was never put into the con- 
tract drawing or specification was worse 
than useless. As far as the builder was con- 
cerned, what went on in the architect’s mind 
was Quite immaterial if there was no subse- 
quent instruction. And there was no subse- 
quent instruction in this case. 

‘There were érrors—or inaccuracies—-in 
the work. That is admitted. In a curved 
length of 16 houses it would have been a 
miracle if there were not an error at some 
point or other, which could only be adjusted 
by raising the sprockets above the wall.’ 

Quite severe criticism had been made about 
Wimpey’s workmanship. If there was any 
criticism it boiled down solely to the matter 
of the gap or inaccuracy at wallplate and 
socket. 

‘Looking at the matter from a common 
sense point of view, I submit that the 
primary cause was an unsound design.’ 

Mr. LESLIE SCARMAN, QC, for the 
Development Corporation, said: ‘Mr. Boyd 
(the architect) admits that there was noth- 
ing specific in the contract drawings or 
specifications on the matter. 

‘Mr. Boyd has told us he did not make 
inquiries as to wind forces. There was an 
astonishing lack of appreciation upon the 
site of any special importance vested in 
these points of fastening. Nobody, neither 
the clerk of the works or anybody else, 
seemed to have been aware of the import- 
ance of these points of fastening in 
holding down. 

“You may well take the view, which I 
submit is correct, that Messrs. Wimpeys 
could not have been expected fo know that 
the architects intended to use the nail-holes 
in the corbel for a structural purpose. 

‘There was failure in design: There was 

failure in communication in design: There 
was failure in supervision: There was 
failure in one respect in construction, and 
all those matters contributed to the causa- 
tion of the damage. 
_ Mr. Boyd alone upon the site knew the 
Importance of the points of anchorage and 
the significance of the gap. If he had 
exercised a proper supervision it would have 
immediately flashed into his mind. ‘“ Here is 
something which is endangering the struc- 
ture of my roof.” 

‘Let us keep a sense of perspective about 
these matters. It would be wrong to draw 
any inference against the professional 
reputation of any man because he had made 
a mistake in his career, 

‘Fortunately these consequences are not 
measured in life or limb, but in pounds, 
shillings and pence. If Mr. Boyd has made 
a mistake, his reputation is quite safe in the 
hands of the public after this inquiry.’ 


EVERYDAY THINGS 


By ARTHUR W. KENYON, CBE,

XXX.—The Labourer 


HE term ‘labourer’ has been so 

loosely used in the building trade as 
almost to mean an unskilled person doing 
any odd job which comes along, and it 
has unfortunately attracted a somewhat 
undesirable type of casual labour which 
is quite foreign to the trade and which 
in times past was quite unknown to it. 
To my mind a labourer is a skilled 
worker and worthy of a position amongst 
the craftsmen with whom he works. 

I am reminded of the story of the 
organist who used to depend upon the 
organ blower and had to admit ‘we’ 
when speaking of his performance since 
without his blower his skill was of no 
avail. (Now that the electric blower has 
come in he can revert to ‘I.’) 

Think of the ‘ brickie’ and where he 
would be without his mate. This mate 
knows far more about mixing mortar 
than the bricklayer does, and what is 
more he knows just where to put it on 
the scaffolding for easy handling. He 
also knows how to stack a scaffold with 
bricks sufficient for the next ‘lift, as well 
as all the other things that go to the 
process of laying bricks. 

The same thing applies to the other 
trades. The plasterer expects to find his 
planks at the proper height, his mixing 


board in accessible places and supplied 
with the right consistency of mixture. He 
expects his lime to be properly run, as 
specified, and to have a certain amount 


of hair mixed in. How many of us see 
that the lime is properly run? Not many: 
it is usually left to the labourer. The 
plasterer’s labourer must be a man of skill 
and knowledge. 

How many of us have tried wheeling 
a barrow up a single plank? Like riding 
a bicycle, it is quite simple when you 
know how. 

There is one type of labourer that no 
one seems to have been able to train and 
that is the general “tidier-up.’ A good 
man in this job is worth his weight in 
gold. It is no good thinking anyone can 
do it: he must be selected first for his 
tidy mind—a quality which some have 
but most have not. He can then be told 
what is expected of him and will instinc- 
tively do it. Women, as we know, are 
usually employed in the final cleaning up 
of a building before it is handed over— 
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washing floors, staircases, lavatory basins, 
baths, W.C. pans, etc. (not windows, 
women cannot clean windows), all of 
which a man seldoms notices, but this 
is about the only time you see women on 
a building contract, at least in this 
country. 

I believe the job of labouring to be a 
highly skilled part of the building trade: 
I have a great admiration for the 
labourer’s knowledge and I would like to 
see more recognition given to him. I 
hope architects will continue to take an 
interest in the individual building crafts 
and to learn as much about them as they 
can: they may find they can learn much 
from the skilled labourers.

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IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
The Finance Bill 


MEMBERS of Parliament went away for 

the Whitsun recess on May 23 in a 
mood of subdued frustration, having spent 
three unsuccessful days in committee on the 
Finance Bill trying to nudge the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer a little from his avowed 
aim for purchase tax. But they found him, 
like the little boy at the mythical Dutch 
dyke, singularly determined not to yield to 
pressure, no matter how strong. 

Mr. HeEatTHcoaT AMorRY set as_ his 
ambition for the future structure of pur- 
chase tax one which, while spread over a 
wide range, would be at a moderate rate. 
He warned members that they might find 
him hard-hearted in resisting major 
changes, pointing out that to accept the 
100 amendments which had been set down 
to the tax would cost him £340m. and make 
him the most melancholy of all Chancellors 
—a description which would be the last that 
one would ever apply to him. 

Having approved of the principle, mem- 
bers then turned to the details, and sought 
by special pleading to convert the Chancellor 
to their view in favour of some particular 
item, the tax on which they considered 
should be reduced or abolished. One of 
the first commodities on which an attempt 
was made to get additional relief was 
wallpaper. 

Mrs. BARBARA CASTLE argued that it was 
not understood why the Chancellor should 
regard this as a semi-luxury. Although 
other items in the group had been reduced, 
manufacturers and the public had had to 
suffer this heavy tax on this article. 

It was incomprehensible why there should 
be a discrimination to the disadvantage of 
wallpaper. It ought to be grouped with 
paints, varnishes and distempers, a category 
to which it rightly belonged, being a 
material for interior decorating. If they 
could be exempt why should it not be 
exempt also? 

All that Mr. Simon, Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury, said in resisting this appeal 
was that the Chancellor had reduced the 
tax from 30 per cent. to 15 per cent., because 
among ther things it was realised that the 
supply of good quality wallpaper within 
reach of the purses of people trying to keep 
up their homes was important. Other house- 
hold requisites were taxed at 15 per cent., 
and wallpaper fitted into that category, and 
with other articles taxable at the same rate, 
including linoleum and carpets. 

On May 22nd, Mr. RIDSDALE, a Govern- 
ment supporter, moved to remove oil 
heaters from purchase tax. He did so, he 
said, to prevent the Chancellor from impos- 
ing a tax on those who had been hardest 
hit by inflation—and who found it difficult 
to meet the ever-increasing cost of coal— 
asking whether it was fair to raise revenue 
from such people. He noted that thermo- 
block storage heaters being used by business 
and commercial firms, because of an 
anomaly which the Ministry of Power 
admitted, could not be used by the domestic 
consumer, suggesting that a considerable 
saving in capital expenditure would be 
achieved if the Chancellor permitted the use 
of those heaters by domestic consumers. 


Mr. JouHN HALL, who gave notice during 
the second reading that he would deal with 
this item of tax, said that the tax had 
been removed just after the war because 
these heaters were regarded as essential and 
it was retrograde to re-introduce it. It 
seemed that the Treasury had been bemused 
by the skilful and energetic campaign of 
Mr. Nabarro. 

After further discussion, in which the 
Chancellor was criticised from both sides, 
Mr. Amory said that he had thought very 
carefully before including this proposal in 
the Budget. The reason for his action was 
because of a glaring anomaly, and one of 
his objects had been to get rid of as many 
of those as he could. In 1945, heaters, 
whether gas, electric or oil, were free. Later, 
because of a shortage in supply, gas and 
electrical heaters were made subject to tax, 
but oil was exempted. As the three were 
generally in competition, they would, by 
reason of his action, be able to compete on 
a comparable basis. 

The position before the Budget had been 
unfair to producers of alternative forms of 
heaters. Some weight was bound to be 
attached to the fact that oil heaters imported 
raw materials, and he could not agree that 
to put the three methods on the same tax 
basis was unfavourable to the consumer or 
any section. 

Members were intensely dissatisfied with 
the Chancellor’s answer, and Mr. GORDON 
WALKER, for the Opposition, promised that 
if Conservative back benchers did not return 
to the subject at the report stage, at which 
time there would be a greater weight of 
argument against the Government, Labour 
members would do so. This prompted Mr. 
NaBARRO to proffer his support to the 
Treasury, and, although the amendment was 
withdrawn, obviously the last werd has not 
been said about this. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Council House Tender Prices 

Mr. ArTHUR Lewis asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government for the 
average tender price of a three-bedroomed 
council house in the fourth quarter of 1957, 
and for the total cost of interest and repay- 
ment charges, assuming a loan raised over 
60 years at the rate of interest charged by 
the Public Works Loans Board. 

He also asked if the Minister was aware 
that the figures in 1951 were £1,403 and 
£3,033 12s., and for the third quarter of 
1957 £1,489 and £6,144 16s. 1d. 

Mr. HENRY BROOKE, in a written reply 
on May 20, stated—For the fourth quarter 
of 1957 the comparable figures were £1,477 
and £6,095 5s. 8d., but, as I have said be- 
fore, a local authority was not bound to 
borrow at the current interest rate for the 
full period of 60 years. 


Derequisitioning Arrangements 

Mr. Gipson asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government why he had 
advised the Wandsworth Borough Council 
that licensees of requisitioned houses must 
quit their accommodation by November, 
1959; and what action local authorities was 
expected to take in the case of those 
licensees who had not been able to make 
other arrangements for their families by 
March, 1960. 

Mr. BROOKE, in a written reply stated.— 
Mr. Gibson has been misinformed. I have 
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not so advised the council. In reply to the 
second part of the question, local authoritie; 
should continue to use their powers unde 
the Requisitioned Houses and Housing 
(Amendment) Act, 1955, to secure perma- 
nent re-housing of the occupants of 
requisitioned properties. 


Control of Outdoor Advertisements 


Mr. HESKETH asked the Minister whether 
he had yet considered all the comments ang 
criticisms sent to him about the draft regu. 
lations for the control of outdoor advertise. 
ments which he circulated last year to 4 
number of organisations. 

Mr. Brooke: I have now considered the 
comments of the bodies representing 
amenity and other interests, local author- 
ties, the advertising industry and retail trade, 
to whom I circulated draft new regulations 
last year. The draft regulations, besides 
seeking to consolidate the existing code, 
proposed changes of substance on three 
main topics—advertisements on business 
premises, the advertisements permitted in 
areas of special control, and the machinery 
of control. 

On the second and third of these topics, 
the comments reveal a sufficient measure 
of agreement for me to proceed with pro- 
posals which I think will command fairly 
general assent. Some further detailed con- 
sultations will be required, after which |] 
hope to lay the necessary amending regula- 
tions. : 

But on the proposals about advertise- 
ments on business premises there are such 
strongly held opposing views that I do not 
think the draft regulations will do as they 
stand. I propose therefore to invite certain 
of the organisations and interests princi- 
pally concerned to send representatives to 
a joint meeting with me, in order that | 
may see if I can find a basis for agreement. 


Preserving Roman Wall 


Mr. Eric FLETCHER asked the Minister 
of Works what action he had taken to pre- 
vent the threatened destruction of an 
important section of the Roman Wall of 
London. 

Mr. HuGH MOLson, replying on May 20, 
said that he assumed Mr. Fletcher was 
referring to a section of the London Wall 
between Cripplegate and Falcon-square. 
Three bastions consisting largely of Roman 
work were scheduled under the Ancient 
Monuments Acts, and notice was accord- 
ingly required of any intention to carry out 
works affecting them. 

He went on: Adjoining the southernmost 
of these bastions and to the south of it a 
short stretch of wall was also scheduled. 
Although there may be Roman remains 
below ground, this consisted mainly of the 
upper parts of the medieval city wall; the 
lower parts had been cut away and modern 
brickwork substituted. This piece of wall 
and its junction with bastion 14 were 
recently demolished inadvertently in con- 
nection with the construction of Route 11 
and there was minor damage to the bastion 
itself. My inquiries into the circumstances 
of this incident are not yet complete. 

Mr. FLETCHER said that he appreciated 
that as soon as this regrettable incident 
came to the notice of the Minister and the 
City Engineer, action was taken to prevent 
further damage. He asked the Minister to 
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meee agers ee : =. one

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bear in mind the constant danger of des- 
truction, and that the real solution was to 
proceed with the plan already agreed in 
principle for the creation of a sunken garden 
to bring the wall down to the level of the 
inner ditch. 

Mr. MOLSON said that he was examining 
means of preventing an incident of this kind 
from occurring again. The City of London 
had been most co-operative in the matter, 
and had regretted what had happened as 
much as he did. He would consider further 
what Mr. Fletcher had said. 


Post Office Plans 


Mr. CHARLES Hosson asked the Post- 
master-General, what progress had been 
made in the erection of the new Western 
District Office. 

Mr. MARPLES, replying on May 21, 
said.—The first stage, namely the sinking of 
the shaft and the extension of the Post 
Office railway, is well up to schedule.. We 
plan to start work on the building itself as 
soon as this is finished, probably at the end 
of October. 

Miss VICKERS asked what decision he had 
made about the site for the new General 
Post Office in Devonport. 

Mr. MARPLES: Negotiations for a new 
site are still in progress. 

Miss VicKERS asked whether the Post- 
master-General would consult local authori- 
ties and others concerned in the building of 
flats to see if it was possible to have a set 
of post-boxes on the ground floor for each 
individual flat, to save the postman climb- 
ing up and down many flights of steps, as 
had to be done in many cases. 

Mr. MARPLES: We have already had 
some consultations of this kind, but I think 
there is scope for extending them, and I am 
arranging for this. 

Miss VicKERS asked if the Postmaster- 
General would consult builders of houses 
with front gardens to ascertain if it would 
be possible to have post boxes at the gate 
: entrance to the path leading to the front 
oor. 

Mr. MarpPLes: We are seeking people’s 
views on this form of delivery in our cur- 
rent Public Opinion Survey on the Postal 
Services. At the same time, I am looking 
into the advantages and disadvantages of 
the arrangement. 

He added that they were examining this 
question seriously by having time and 
motion studies to find the time that would 
be saved if postmen could deliver letters 
at the end of the garden instead of having 
to go right to the front door. They were 


also examining the system in the United 
States. 


Nuclear Power Station in Wales 


The Minister of Power has requested the 
Central Electricity Generating Board to 
submit a memorandum about alternative 
sites for a nuclear power station in North 
Wales before taking action on the inquiry 
into the proposal to erect such a station in 
the Snowden National Park. 

This was announced by Sir IAN Horosin. 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry, in 
the Commons on May 19. 

He said that the Minister was not yet able 
to make a statement on the outcome of the 


§ inquiry. 


Before reaching his decision he felt that 
he needed further information about the 
action taken by the board to consider alter- 
native sites. For that reason he had asked 
them to submit a memorandum on the sub- 
ject for his examination. 

The board would be asked to send copies 
of their memorandum to those who 
appeared at the inquiry. 


New,Welsh Teaching Hospitals 


Mr. Gower asked the Minister of Health, 
when he hoped to be able to authorise the 
commencement of the Welsh teaching hos- 
pital. 

Mr. RICHARD THOMPSON, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Health, in a written 
reply on May 19, stated—The Minister is 
not able at present to make a statement. 
The date of commencement of building 
must depend on the completion of detailed 
architectural plans, which will take some 
two to three years yet, and on the avail- 
ability of finance then. 


Regent’s Park Terraces 


Mr. GRIMOND asked the Lord Privy Seal 
when a further statement could be expected 
about the Regent’s Park Terraces. 

Mr. BUTLER, in a written reply on May 
20, stated—The statement by the Crown 
Estate Commissioners of November 28, 
1957, outlined their plans for the Regent’s 
Park Terraces. These plans included a pro- 
posal to allow a period of at least one year 
to enable developers to consider the prac- 
ticability of converting Nash Terraces into 
residential accommodation on a commercial 
basis. The commissioners may be expected 
to make a further statement as soon as they 
can usefully report how their plans are 
progressing. 


Examination of Steam Boilers 


Mr. IAIN MACLEOD, in a written reply to 
Mr. Leavey on May 22, stated—In view 
of developments, I have decided to appoint 
a committee to consider the existing legal 
provisions concerning the examination of 
steam boilers in the light of modern develop- 
ments in design and construction, the size 
of units installed and the use of nuclear 
reactors as a source of heat; and to advise 
me of any changes which appear desirable. 
The membership of the committee will be: 
Mr. George Gordon Honeyman, chairman; 
Professor J. M. Kay; Mr. R. Munton; Mr. 
G. Robinson; Mr. W. M. Tallon; and Mr. 
J. L. B. Garcia, secretary. 


Acquisition of Land by Local 
Authorities 

Mr. SIMON WINGFIELD Diacsy asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
whether he was aware that the limitations 
of existing legislation made it impossible 
for local authorities, who did not feel justi- 
fied in proceeding to compulsory purchase, 
to acquire land if the district valuer was 
unable to negotiate a fair price with the 
owner; and what action he had in mind to 
enable local authorities to acquire the land 
they needed without inflicting unjustifiable 
hardship on property owners. 

Mr. BROOKE, in a written reply on May 
22, stated—I am aware that the present 
basis of compensation works hardly in some 
cases. The Government are considering the 
whole question, but I cannot say now what 
the outcome will be. 
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HANOVER INDUSTRIAL 
FAIR, 1958 
By R. Rosner, ARIBA, AMTPI 


THIS YEAR’S industrial fair at Hanover 
included, as usual, a section devoted to the 
building industry. There is a large open- 
air reserve for the exhibition of plant and 
a hall is set aside for woodworking 
machines. The display of building materials 
and components has always been rather 
neglected and the interested visitor has diffi- 
culty in finding what he is looking for. 

New building techniques were hardly 
evident at all. Since the war the accent has 
been on the perfection and rationalisation 
of customary techniques and for that reason 
this year’s fair seemed somewhat less excit- 
ing. Much of the plant displayed is now 
being used in Britain, perhaps not by the 
smaller firms but certainly by leading 
contractors. 


What the fair seemed to ‘be lacking techni- 
cally was certainly made up for by a 
sophisticated atmosphere. The pleasantly 
landscaped exhibition roads and _ courts 
lined informally by a multitude of halls and 
pavilions convey an admirable sense of 
space. The permanent pavilions of some of 
the leading industrial concerns breathe an 
air of elegance, more than merely hinting 
that money is no object. One of the most 
recent pavilions houses a_ well-designed 
range of articles for industrial and domestic 
use. Altogether a rare banquet for archi- 
tects and colour film enthusiasts! 

There were few exhibitors from Britain, 
but one noted with satisfaction the well- 
designed and attended sales stands of 
Napiers and the Nuclear Energy Trade 
Associations’ Conference. The latter was 
one of the most interesting exhibits at this 
year’s fair. 


HASTINGS BOMB-SITES 
WARNING 


Corporation to Acquire Sites 


HASTINGS CORPORATION has been warned 
by its publicity consultants, Messrs. S. H. 
Benson, Ltd., that unless something is done 
immediately and in a big way to clear the 
town of its disfiguring bombed sites and 
derelict buildings on the sea front the town 
will go down as a holiday and residential 
resort. 

In a report they recommend the council 
to buy the bombed and derelict buildings 


and rebuild or encourage private developers * 


by offering them substantial loans. The 
warning was reinforced by the town’s chief 
officers, and came before the council, where 
the Publicity and Public Relations Com- 
mittee called for an urgent attack on the 
problem. 

Declared CounciLtor L. S. BouTwoop, 
vice-chairman of the committee: ‘ We cannot 
afford to live with these eyesores any longer.’ 

COUNCILLOR P. J. SUTCLIFFE said the whole 
town was conscious of the urgency of the 
problem. In view of the fact that the 
owners of the bombed sites had failed com- 
pletely to do anything about them, there 
was an unanswerable case for compulsory 
purchase. 

The Council agreed that immediate steps 
should be taken to acquire the sites, and 
consideration given to their development. 
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INQUIRY BUREAU 
Cavity Walling 


Q.—In a bungalow now under construc- 
tion for me I have asked the builder to close 
the cavity walling at the top in accordance 
with sketches I have seen in BRS Digests and 
MoW leaflets. There is a brick outer skin 
and insulating block (4 in.) inner skin. 

Although he has not built a closed cavity 
wall before he is willing to do this, but is 
not happy about it on account of the fact 
that in a recently-built two-storey house he 
knows of which has a closed cavity, the 
plaster on the walls of the upper rooms has 
cracked horizontally about a foot below the 
ceiling and he attributes this to the closure of 
the cavity. This cracking, though, does not 
appear all round the house but only on one 
side. This house has a brick outer skin and 
breeze inner skin, The builder had to rake 
out the crack and replaster.

A.—There have been in the past consider- 
able differences of opinion as to whether a 
cavity should be closed or ventilated. These 
differencés were centred round the merits or 
otherwise of ventilation and its effects on the 
main purposes of cavity wall construction, 
that is to provide a definite barrier between 
the wall exposed to the elements and the in- 
ternal wall, and for its thermal value. 

The generally accepted practice today is to 
close the cavity with the exception of the

open cross joint at the base of the wall and 
above any opening in the wall. This should 
prove satisfactory provided sufficient weep- 
holes are left to allow any moisture that 
might collect in the cavity to escape. 

It would appear that the cracks that have 
developed in the upper floors and at ceiling 
level have been caused by the differences in 
materials of the external brickwork, used 
also to close the cavity and the internal block. 
The movement in the two walls has not been 
consistent and hence the cracking. If the 
cavity is cleared either by butting the external 
wall to the inner wall, or bridged above the 
ceiling level, then there appears to be no 
Teason why any cracking should develop.

Soundproof Partitioning 


Q.—I have a problem concerning a job 
on hand to make two rooms, which have a 
thin partition between them, soundproof by 
building another partition against the exist- 
ing one. Could you please tell me the best 
materials to use which can be bought 
locally.

A.—There are numerous materials on the 
market that are suitable for use as a sound 
absorbing material. Special quilt sandwiched 
between two walls is probably one of the 
most convenient materials to use. This can 
be obtained in rolls 84 ft. long by 3 ft. wide. 
It is nailed to one skin of the partition wall 
which, in this case, would be the existing 


partition, and can then be enclosed with any 
of the partition blocks or one of the dry 
partitions of plaster.

Damp Walls 


Q.—I have a house (probably about 50 
years old), which was built with salt water 
sand. Every two years or so the walls 
become damp and have fo be treated. We 
have tried various remedies without success.

A.—While brickwork built with sea-shore 
sand might well result in the appearance of 
dampness in the early stages of its life, it 
is not likely to be the cause after 50 years. 
It is also noted that internal walls as well 
as external walls are similarly affected. 


I would suggest that the cause of the 
trouble is not the sand but a faulty or non- 
existent damp-proof course. It has not been 
stated as to the extent of the dampness, 
that is if it continues for the full height 
of the walls or if, in fact, it is only on the 
ground floor level. Should the latter be 
the case, then it is almost certain that it 
is the damp-proof course which is at fault. 


That being so, it may be necessary to face 
the expense of having a damp-proof course 
inserted. The alternative to this would be 
to line the walls with waterproof lath. This 
has the effect of providing a membrane 
completely isolated from the walls, and 
therefore no matter what the condition of 
the wall might be it would not show itself 
on the interior.

Underground Tubing Corrosion 


Q.—Could you please advise me what 
methods I might use to protect. galvanised 
water tubing from corrosion underground. 


The problem has arisen through a leak 
‘between the road and my house, and on 
examination it has been found that the 
pipe (only five years’ old) is badly corroded. 
A new pipe will be necessary, but as an 
alternative to using lead (copper, I am told, 
will not be suitable). I am wondering if I 
could use galvanised iron again, but pro- 
tected. Could this be done, for example, by 
sheathing with polythene or land drain 
pipes? The aim is, of course, to reduce the 
cost as 55 ft. needs renewing.

A.—The materials which could be used 
to repair or renew the water main are lead, 
soft copper, polythene or galvanised iron. 
In this case the soil appears to be fairly 
aggressive. Galvanised iron could be safely 
installed provided the sockets and threads 
are coated externally with bituminous paint 
and the whole pipe wrapped in a suitable 
tape. 

Soft copper BSS 1386 is suitable for 
underground use in most soils, provided that 
coke breeze or ashes are not present and 
could be wrapped as mentioned for gal- 
vanished iron, in doubtful made-up soils. 


Polythene of heavy gauge would be very 
Suitable if accepted by the local water 
authority. The choice of joint or fittings is 
rather important and should only be in- 
stalled by competent. mechanics after some 
training. Lead is rarely attacked by soils.

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Measuring Wall Tiling 


Q—Can you settle a query in the 
measuring of wall tiling? We quoted for 
two jobs to two contractors on a bill, which 
merely read ‘so many yards of 6 in. x 6 in, 
wall tiling, which we priced up as normal 
work in the absence of qualifying descrip. 
tion. On carrying out the work we found 
it was on walls 14 ft. high, and we have 
been claiming for an extra for that part 
of the work fixed from a scaffold which 
does obviously entail additional labour, 
Both the contractors concerned are sym- 
pathetic to our claim but in both cases it has 
been turned down by the quantity surveyor 
concerned. One of the contractors has written 
to the Standing Joint Committee on the 
Standard Method of Measurement, but they 
merely reply that they are not concerned 
with the interpretation, only the prepara- 
tion. The following points may assist:— 

1. Scaffolding was supplied and fixed by the 
contractor. 

2. We are only claiming for the extra in- 
volved in: (a) extra handling of tiles and 
mortar; (b) reduction in yardage by fixer. 
(These, of course, are increased tremendously 
on each additional lift.) 

3. We quoted the main contractors and our 
work was not nominated. They based their 
account on ours which included these items, 
but this was rejected as ‘not involving extra 
costs.” : ; 

4. A bill was provided in general terms 
only—no specific descriptions were given. _ 

5. Drawings were available for - inspection, 
but this point does not arise in our opinion on 
this query as the quantities should have given 
a fair description of the work to be done. 

Our inquiry, which is a joint one with the 
builders concerned, is—‘ If tiling has to be 
carried out from a scaffolding does it justify 
an extra charge, over tiling to normal dados 
of, say, 6 or 7 ft. high?’ 

MONKEYPUZZLE. 


A.—Our legal correspondent writes: As 
the sub-contractors were not nominated, | 
am of opinion that the question of payment 
lies solely between the main contractor and 
the tiling specialists. The main contractor 
has no right to make the extra payment 
dependent on the attitude of the architect 
or quantity surveyor. 


It is most unfortunate that the contractor 
did not give more information when in- 
viting estimates, and to this extent I think 
the sub-contractors have a strong case for 
extra payment. I fear, however, that they 
might have some difficulty in substantiating 
this claim in law because it might be held 
that they should have availed themselves 
of the opportunity of inspecting the draw- 
ings.

AT the meeting of the London County 
+* Council on May 20, Miss L. F. 
NETTLEFOLD asked the chairman of the 
Fstablishment Committee and the Town 
Planning Committee how many staff were 
employed on work in connection with the 
consideration of applications for planning 
permission and how many of these were of 
professional status, that is, architects or sur- 
veyors. 

In reply Mr, R. E. Goopwin said that for 
development control in the planning divi- 
sion of the Architect’s Department there 
were 107, comprising 80 professional and 
technical staff and 27 administrative and 
clerical. Officers employed on civic-design, 
development plan and policy matters also 
devoted some time to the consideration of 
applications. ‘This time was equivalent to 
eight professional units. Fifty-four were 
architects Or surveyors. 


Helicopter Landing Sites 


ViscoUNT MERSEY asked the chairman of 
the General Purposes Committee and the 
Town Planning Committee with reference 
to the reply of the then chairman of the 
General Purposes Committee to. his ques- 
tion on December 20, 1957, and in view of 
the recent inquiry in connection with heli- 
copter landing sites in Central London, had 
they any statement to make? 

In reply Mr. D. Forp said he was answer- 
ing the question by arrangement with the 
chairman of the Town Planning Committee. 

As stated in the reply to a question on 
March 4 to the chairman of the Town Plan- 
ning Committee two town planning applica- 
tions in respect of the provision of heli- 
copter landing sites on the River Thames 
had been considered by the Council. Both 
of these applications had been called in by 
the Minister of Housing and Local Gov- 
ernment; a public inquiry held on behalf 
of the Minister in regard to one had just 
been concluded and the inquiry in regard to 
the other commenced, but adjourned. It 
would not be proper, therefore, for the 
chairman of the Town Planning Commit- 
tee, to comment on these matters before 
the Minister had announced his decision. 

Apart from this he had been informed 
that a considerable amount of information 
had been obtained from _ international 
sources on the requirements of modern 
helicopter. landing sites. Consultations 
between officials of the Council and of the 
Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation 
were taking place in connection with the 
Development Plan review. The object of 
this discussion was to determine the most 
suitable locations and many sites had 
already been examined, The future position 
Would to some extent be determined by 
developments of multi-engined helicopters 
in the next three or four years.

BIRMINGHAM CIVIC CENTRE 
New Master Plan 


A NEW master plan for a Civic Centre 
for Birmingham, containing buildings rang- 
ing from a gala swimming bath to a large 
exhibition hall and from a civic theatre to 
a restaurant in a bridge was considered by 
the General Purposes Committee on May 6, 
and is to be recommended to the City 
Council for approval in principle. 

The layout covers an area of 80 acres 
extending from the Town Hall up Broad- 
street to Bush House, and it replaces the 
original neo classic Civic Centre design first 
produced in 1926, and now being abandoned 
as outmoded. After the meeting on May 6 
the deputy chairman of the General Pur- 
poses Committee, ALD. HARRY WATTON, said 
that the new scheme, which had been de- 
signed on a flexible basis, might take up 
to 50 years to implement. A start would 
depend on the economic position. 

The scheme has been prepared by the 
Birmingham City Architect, Mr. A. G. 
SHEPPARD FIDLER, FRIBA, who stressed that 
there was no suggestion in the plan of a 
precise use of individual buildings or of 
their architecture, but it was hoped that 
the design would be lively and attractive.

Bucks Committee Turn Down 
Suggestion 


Bucks county works committee has 
turned down a _ suggestion by local 
builders and contractors that it should 
approve lists of general contractors suitable 
for various sizes of building projects rather 
than, at present, obtain tenders for all major 
building projects by public advertisement. 

The present system, the committee states. 
has worked well and although the council 
has sometimes been burdened with a poor 
contractor the occasional disadvantages have 
been more than offset by the keen prices 
and good service which have been obtained. 

The committee points out that competi- 
tion in the building industry has increased 
and a larger number of tenders for each 
project have been received in recent months. 
So that in some cases the committee has 
received as many as 30 tenders for a simple 
contract. Prices for jobs have been corre- 
spondingly keen. 

The committee goes on to say that it 
sympathises with the position of the con- 
tractors, and has not overlooked the possi- 
bility that tendering by an excessive number 
of contractors may tend to be wasteful. But, 
it says, it is not convinced that it would be 
to the council’s advantage to depart from 
its present practice, and it therefore does 
not propose to do se. 
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EASTERN FEDERATION 
President’s Half-yearly Review 


(CONFIDENCE in the long-term pros- 

pects of the building industry despite 
immediate difficulties is expressed by Mr. 
H. G. Hotmes, FIOB, president of the 
Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, in his half-yearly report to be 
presented at the Federation’s summer meet- 
ing to be held at Great Yarmouth on June 
ra Following are extracts from his 
remarks: 


Official figures show a drop in building 
output, a reduction in local authority hous- 
ing not compensated by an increase in 
private enterprise house-building, a falling 
off in orders for industrial building with 
only here and there evidence of the con- 
tinuance of a high level of demand for 
building work. There has been some in- 
crease in unemployment in the industry, 
but these figures alone do not disclose the 
fact that there are those who are leaving the 
industry. perhaps permanently, for work 
elsewhere. Our own Eastern Federation 
statistical survey recently showed that there 
had been a 5 per cent. drop in the labour 
force employed by members in the Eastern 
Counties in the 12 months to. March 31, with 
Norfolk, Cambridgeshire, Bedfordshire and 
Suffolk suffering particularly. 


On the brighter side, however, there is 
evidence that inflation is being halted, that 
materials prices are relatively stable, and 
that the rapid advance in wages rates of 
recent years is being slowed down. I think 
that, despite short-term difficulties, the 


future long-term prospects. of the industry 
are good. 


* Our Present Task’ 


In the light of the present situation what 
are the main tasks that confront us as an 
industry and a Federation? As the organ- 
isation representing building trades em- 
ployers, we must ensure that increases in 
wages can be afforded and that they follow 
rather than precede increases in production. 
At the same time we must agree conditions 
which will attract and retain the right type 
of labour in the right volume at the right 
time. 


As managers, our task is to make our 
various firms as efficient as possible. We 
must accept the responsibility of our posi- 
tion and strive by every means available to 
us to combine and direct the factors of pro- 
duction in such a way as to ensure the best 
possible results. 


There is readily at hand in our Manage- 
ment Training Programme the means 
whereby our individuai organisations may 
be improved. One cannot help feeling that 
although 600 places have been provided in 
20 courses since 1955, there are many firms 
which can still profit from the residential 
courses available. I cannot imagine that 
the reason for the lack of support from 
some firms can be either that they consider 
themselves to be entirely efficient or that 
they feel that the courses can be of no 
value to them. In management matters we 
must never lose our sense of urgency, since 
the survival of individual businesses as 


well as the future ef our industry is at 
stake, 
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BUILDING PLANT 


New Equipment on View at 
Birmingham 
From a Correspondent 


ANY new devices and developments 

in plant and mechanical equipment 
for the benefit of builders and civil 
engineering contractors, are to be shown 
for the first time at the Ministry of Works 
Building Plant Exhibition in Birmingham 
next month. 

The nature of the 175,000 sq. ft. exhibition 
site in Pebble Mill-road, Edgbaston, well 
suits the important purpose of demonstrating 
equipment of any size in action, and from 
this point of view alone the exhibition is 
likely to be the largest and most interesting 
‘yet held. The main impression given may 
well be that of a further contribution by the 
plant industry towards speed of building 
operations and reduction of their costs. One 
such contribution will be the improved 
hydraulic mono-rail transporter to be shown 
by Road Machines (Drayton), Ltd., of West 
Drayton, Middlesex. This machine now 
provides traction on both wheels and is cap- 
able of climbing, stopping and re-starting on 
gradients up to one-in-nine. The same 
company is also demonstrating a mono-rail 
bridge, a long-awaited development which 
is already used to great effect in bridge and 
slab pouring. 

New designs in dumpers will be exhibited 
by several manufacturers, among them, one 
only three feet wide, planned for operating in 
very confined spaces, by Neale-Wright and 
Co., Ltd., of Leamington Spa. Aveling- 
Barford, Ltd., of Grantham, Abelson and 
Co., of Birmingham, and Winget, Ltd., of 
Rochester, are all showing new models, and 
those on the stand of Road Machines have 
been specially developed for use where bad 
ground and site conditions exist. By virtue 
of their even weight distribution they are 
able to ascend the steepest gradients, either 
laden or unladen. 

One of the most comprehensive and multi- 
purpose machines on view will be the Ford- 
son Major diesel tractor equipped by Bristol 
Street Motors, Ltd., Birmingham, with digger 
on the rear end and loader on the front. The 
whole vehicle, the Whitlock Dozaloda, has 
been designed to meet the demand for a 
heavy-duty power unit at an economical 
price, which will not only carry out all 
types of earth-moving on site, but can also 
in a few moments be converted from power 
shovel to bulldozer or site crane, or even be 
fitted with a fork lift attachment for pallet 
handling. The Hanger Motor Co. (Birming- 
ham), Ltd., also have an easily dismantled 
front-mounted industrial loader fitted on a 
Fordson tractor. 

Tractor shovels of various modern types 
are being shown, notably by Michigan 
(Great Britain), Ltd., London, SW1, with 
lifts up to 15,000 lb., and by Witlor, Ltd., of 
Birmingham, up to 3,100 lb. H. A. Saunders, 
Ltd., of Worcester, will be demonstrating a 
Duplex combined dozer and over-loader. 

Interesting among erection units on exhibi- 
tion will be the latest version of Abelson’s 
Buildmaster 360 rotary crane, and the new 
lattice beam developed by Kwikform, Ltd., 
of Birmingham. This beam is claimed to be 
simple and economical to use, as various 
sections are inter-changeable, thus making it

STEVENAGE NEW TOWN 
PROGRESS 


Half-way Mark Reached 


ETAILS of progress being made in the 

development of the new Town Centre 
of Stevenage were given at a Press confer- 
ence held on May 22 at the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, White- 
hall, SW1. 

Str Roypon DasH, chairman of the 
Stevenage Development Corporation, said 
that the town had now reached the half-way 
stage in its development. The most inter- 
esting part of the scheme was the Town 
Centre, which was the only completely 
pedestrian centre in England. Parking prob- 
lems as met with in other towns would be 
eliminated with this scheme, which had 
aroused a great deal of interest both at home 
and abroad. 


Until 1946 Stevenage was a small town of 
5,000-6,000 population. In that year an area 
of 6,100 acres, including the existing town, 
was designated as the site of the first of a 
series of New Towns. Development was, 
however, delayed for two years. 


The Master Plan envisages the develop- 
ment of the area as a town with a popula- 
tion of 60,000. 

Residential and commercial development 
is planned for areas east of the present Great 
North-road, based on six neighbourhoods 
(including Old Stevenage) each with an 
ultimate population of about 10,000, and a 
new commercial and administrative centre. 
Industrial development is allocated to an 
area between the present Great North-road 
and the future Stevenage By-Pass on the 
western boundary of the designated area. 

Each residentia] neighbourhood contains, 
besides houses, one main shopping centre 
(15 to 40 shops, depending on distance from 
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the Town Centre) and two 
centres (six to 12 shops). 

Primary schools, two per neighbourhood 
are sited near the smaller centres. Recreation 
grounds, children’s playgrounds, churches 
public houses are sited within the neigh. 
bourhoods. 

Over 6,800 new dwellings, about five per 
cent. of which are flats, have already been 
built; nearly 70 shops constructed; and 
almost 1,300,000 sq. ft. of industrial build. 
ing completed and in use. 

As far as schools are concerned, the 
development plan provides for 27 infants 
and junior schools, 13 of which have been 
built in the past 10 years, eight secondary 
and two secondary grammar schools (two 
secondary modern schools have been built 
and a third nearly completed) and a College 
of Further Education. 

The new Town Centre occupies a site of 
55 acres. About half of this is the central 
shopping core bounded by four traffic roads, 
The shopping area is restricted to pedestrians 
only. Shops face inwards on to pedestrian 
ways, access to shops and the offices and 
residential accommodation above them 
being by rear access roads off the main 
traffic roads. 

To the north of the central core, sites are 
reserved for future Town Hall and other 
municipal buildings. To the south is the 
area reserved for county buildings. A hos- 
pital out-patient clinic is also to be built 
there. 

On the perimeter, east and west, are sites 
for Crown offices, parish church, swimming 
pool, cinemas, hotel, youth centre, bus and 
coach garage, office blocks, and a further 
shopping street (pedestrian access only) is 
planned to run westwards to the Great 
North-road. 

Provision is being made for parking over 
3,000 cars in parks distributed round the 
fringe of the central core, with direct access 
to shops and pedestrian ways. 

Development of the site began at the end 
of 1954 when the first roads and site works 
were started. 

Mr. Leonard G. Vincent, ARIBA, is the 
architect responsible for the planning of the 
complete development.

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THE VALUE OF NEW CONTRACTS 
New Series of Ministry of Works Statistics 


Over the last 12 months the Ministry of Works has obtained from building and 
civil engineering contractors figures showing the value of new orders obtained by 
them in addition to figures for the value of the work they have carried out. Repro- 
duced below is an article on the new series, together with tables, which is taken 
from Economic Trends No. 54 for April, 1958, published for the Central Statistical 
Office by HM Stationery Office. The article assesses the value and the limitations 
of the statistics and draws attention to the complexities of the industries concerned. 


NEW series of statistics is published 

for the first time in this issue and will 
be published regularly in future. The 
figures are those collected by the Ministry 
of Works of the value of new contracts 
obtained by building and civil engineering 
contractors.* They are collected simul- 
taneously with figures showing the value 
of output and the first inquiry was to a 
sample of firms at the end of 1956. As in 
the case of output figures, it is intended to 
hold a full census in April of each year and 
to cover the three remaining quarters of 
the year by sampling. 

The building and civil engineering in- 
dustries, together with the industries 
which make the materials they use, pro- 
vide employment for about two million 
men, or some 9 per cent. of the civilian 
labour force. They are industries which are 
much affected by the rate of domestic 
investment and it is therefore important 
that as much as possible should be known 
of the level of their present and future 
output. 





* Figures relate to work done in Great Britain. 
Figures of overseas contracts are published in the 
Board of Trade Journal annually. 


To understand the value and'the limita- 
tions of these statistics, it is necessary to 
know something of the pattern and com- 
plexities of the industries which provide 
them. The following brief facts will be a 
guide: _ 

(a) There are something over 100,000 firms 
engaged on building and civil engineering 
work and of these 90 per cent. employ 
fewer than 10 persons. 


(b) About half the firms are specialists em- 
ployed mainly as subcontractors to a main 
contractor. 


(c) The industries work almost entirely to 
order ; that is they work as agents for 
other industries or for public and private 
“building owners. Only about 10 per cent. 
of all new work is undertaken by a builder 
for subsequent sale. 


(d) Virtually every job is different with little 
repetition except in large housing schemes ; 
but even with these, differences of site 
conditions have to be faced. Thus detailed 
plans and specifications have to be pre- 
pared for almost every job before work can 
start. 

(e) The time lag between the decision to plan 
and the actual start of the work on the site 
varies according to the size and complexity

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of the scheme. In the case of very large 
jobs it may be two years or more. Thus 
changes in investment policy take some time 
to affect building output. The level of 
employment in, say, a year’s time, or even 
longer, will be dependent upon decisions 
already taken. 

(f) Unlike most other industries, production 
is not in factories in fixed localities. Con- 
siderable mobility of labour is therefore 
necessary to maintain a steady flow of 
work. Similarly, the product of the build- 
ing and civil engineering industries is very 
varied and the amount of labour and 
materials required varies with the product. 
Thus for the same value of investment, 
housing construction will use more labour 
and more materials than, say, road con- 
struction, where expenditure on plant is 
much higher. 


These statistics covering contracts let are 
rather more forward looking than the 
older series covering output and employ- 
ment but they are not as forward looking 
as figures relating to the planning stages, 
which might be expected to provide a 
reliable measure of future demand. Some 
more forward information of this kind is 
already provided by the statistics of indus- 
trial development certificates issued by the 
Board of Trade and by that Department’s 
inquiry of investment intentions from a 
sample of private industry. The value of 
the former as an indicator is of course 
conditioned by the fact that there can be 
no guarantee that schemes will be carried 
out, particularly in the immediate future 
or in the precise form specified, and firms 
may well change their intentions at any 
time. For the same reasons statistics of 
planning or by-law consent from Local 
Authorities would be of very limited 
value and are not therefore used. The 
public sector—which accounts for about 
half of the total output of new work— 
can fairly readily be covered at the plan- 
ning stage. 


In two respects the series are free from 
the defects that may impair the usefulness 
of .orders figures. In building and civil 
engineering, as opposed to most manufac- 
turing industries, the cancellation of con- 
tracts once let is exceptional and orders 
are not duplicated. They are, however, 
a new series and their value is yet to be 
proved. The following are some of the 
difficulties which should be borne in mind 
in interpreting them and assessing their 
value :— 


(a) As there is usually a time lag between 
letting the main contract and letting the sub- 
contracts associated with it, only main 
contractors are asked to make a return of 
new orders and they are required to include 
in their return the value of all new contracts 
they will be letting. This is necessarily a 
different procedure from the series of out- 
put and employment figures which must 
rely for its accuracy on figures supplied 
by the firm actually responsible for the 
output and the employment whether it be 
a main or a sub contractor. Steps have 
been taken to emphasise this particular 
aspect and it is hoped that omissions and 
duplications will be eliminated. In the mean- 
time corrections based on a sample check 
wet been applied to the figures now pub- 
ished. 


(5) It is not always possible to put a firm price 
to a contract when it is first let. Contractors 
have therefore been asked to estimate the 
ultimate cost and correct the figures later 
if necessary. Formal extensions to existing 
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contracts are treated as if they were new 
contracts. : 


(c) It was found that the only basis on which 
information could be collected about 
buildings erected for subsequent sale— 
mainly houses—was to ask the contractor 
to enter the total value of the full develop- 
ment when the development started. The 
rate at which this type of development will 
actually proceed will depend on many 
factors abe — likely to affect con- 
tract work. These figures therefore have 
not the same value as’ firm orders as a 
measure of future work. 


(d) Firms are asked to provide statistics for 
new work only, as a good deal of mainten- 
ance is day-to-day work not always 
covered by contracts as such. This means 
that about one-third of the work carried 
out each year by contractors is not covered 
by the statistics. However, since 1951, 
by which time most of the war damage 
repair work had been. completed, the 
repair and maiptenance programme has 
remained steady. 

(e) There may be difficulties of definition. 
These may affect the comparison between 
new orders and work done because whereas 
only main contractors are returning figures 
for new orders, part of the value of the work 
eventually carried out against these orders 
will be returned by subcontractors. 

These new statistics are likely to be of 
most value if they can be directly com- 
pared with the statistics of work done 
and it is hoped that as the new inquiry 
becomes more familiar to contractors, 
worthwhile comparison will be possible. 

In the meantime, such conclusions as 

can be drawn from the figures now pub- 

lished should be treated with reserve. 


CONSTRUCTION WORK 

January-March, 1958, Figures 
value of building and civil engineer- 
ing work carried out during the first 
quarter of 1958 was £516m., according to 
provisional figures compiled by the Ministry 
of Works. Output in the corresponding 
period of 1957, during which the weather 

was unusually favourable, was £523m. 
Allowing for changes in costs, which rose 
in the period by one point (approximately 
4 per cent.), the Ministry estimates that 
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about 2 per cent. less work was done in the 
first quarter of 1958 than in the same period 
in 1957. Output dropped by about 3 per 
cent. between the last quarter of 1957 and 
the first quarter of 1958; this reflects mainly 
the normal seasonal variation. Total employ- 
ment by building and civil engineering con- 
tractors in April (at 1,022,000) compares 
with 1,010,000 in January as with 1,067,000 
in April, 1957. The provisional index of 
production for January-March, 1958, at 120 
compares with an average figure of 123 for 
1957.

Builders’ Action for Balance of 
Work Payment 


Westminster County Court before Judge 
Sir Edgar Dale. Townsends (Builders), 
Ltd., v. Cinema News and Property 
Management, Ltd. 

NFRINGEMENT of LCC by-laws in 

carrying out alterations to a house in 

Cheyne Walk, Chelsea, were mentioned in 

a case which opened at Westminster 

County Court on April 22 and concluded 

on May 12. 

Plaintiffs were Townsends (Builders), 
Ltd., ‘of 24, Dean-street, W, who sued 
Cinema News and Property Management, 
Ltd., of 93-95, Wardour-street, W, for £150 
for balance of work done and materials 
supplied. Both parties joined David A. 
Wilkie & Partners, FRIBA, chartered archi- 
tects, of 45, Chancery-lane, WC2, as third 
party, who counter-claimed fees.

LOW COST HOUSING.—In an 
effort to reduce the cost of 
housing Spooners (Hull) Ltd., 
Stoneferry, Kingston upon Hull,

In opening the case, MR. PETER BOYDELL, 
for the plaintiffs, said Mr. Samuel Harris, a 
director of numerous companies and a 
director of Harris and Gillow, estate agents, 
valuers, auctioneers and surveyors, special- 
ising in cinema properties, bought a house 
at No. 92, Cheyne Walk, in 1952. 

The house was then empty, but Mr. 
Harris required substantial alterations to be 
done urgently. These included the conver- 
sion of a room on the first floor into a 
bathroom containing a water closet. The 
Chelsea Council alleged from an early 
stage that the work constituted an infringe- 
ment of the by-laws, which state that when 
a water closet is in a bathroom it is wrong 
to have two doors leading into the bath- 
room from two separate rooms. The work 
was started in November, 1952, and 
finished in March, 1953. 

Mr. STANLEY TOWNSEND, surveyor and 
estimator employed by the plaintiff firm, 
said that seven weeks after the work was 
started he heard that the Public Health 
Inspector of Chelsea had drawn attention 
to the fact that by-laws were being in- 
fringed. Despite this, neither Mr. Harris 
nor Mr. Wilkie told him to cease work on 
the alterations. He was informed that Mr. 
Brandsgrove, of the firm of Wilkie and 
Partners, was approaching the council with 
a view to getting a waiver. 

At a meeting on November 11, Mr. 
Wilkie had said that the bathroom could 
be brought within the by-laws if partitions 
were constructed to separate the water 
closet from the bathroom. He asked Mr. 
Townsend to send an estimate for putting 
up partitions based on the 1952 figures. 
He sent an estimate for £162 10s. If the 
work had been done in 1952 it would have 
cost £160. 

Cross-examined by Mr. M. A. B. KING- 
HAMILTON, QC, for the defendant, Mr. 
Townsend said: ‘In law it is the builder’s 
duty to get into touch with the local 
authority with regard to by-laws, but where 
an architect is employed, we leave it to 
him.’ 

Mr. Henry F. Leacock, Public Health 
Inspector, Chelsea Borough Council, stated 
the trouble would not have arisen if plans 
had been submitted before the work was 
started. Where architects were employed it 
was usual for them to submit plans and for 
the builders to give 24 hours’ notice in 
writing to the Public Health Inspector of 
their intention to commence the work. 

Mr. SAMUEL Harris, editor-in-chief of 
‘Cinema News,’ and a director of Harris 
and Gillow, said he left the: matter to his 
architect, Mr. Wilkie. He heard there was 
trouble in January with the local authority, 
but was not aware of any breach until some

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time later. Mr. Wilkie had said he would 
try and get the matter put right. He con- 
tacted the Council with a view to getting 
a waiver, but failed. 

Mr. Davip A. Wickig, FRIBA, a former 
member of the LCC, said councils re- 
garded by-laws as a guide and applied them 
according to the class of property. Some- 
times the local authorities relaxed them in 
special circumstances. 

Giving judgment on May 12, JupGe Sir 
EpcaR DALE said that Townsends did the 
work and had done nothing wrong so far 
as their contract with Harris was con- 
cerned. 

‘| think they were perfectly justified in 
relying upon Wilkie,’ he went on. ‘I do 
not think Townsends had any knowledge of 
the breach of the by-laws umtil after the 
bathroom work was completed. Townsends 
have carried out their part of the contract 
and are entitled to payment. 

‘I have come to the conclusion that 
Harris is entitled to be indemnified for any 
loss which has resulted from work author- 
ised by Wilkie in breach of the by-laws. 

‘Wilkie was in full control of the work 
and I think the whole trouble arose because 
he authorised it to be started before the 
sanitary authorities had given their appro- 
val. The trouble resulted from Wilkie not 
sending in the sanitary notices and plans 
when he should have done.’ 

Judgment was given as follows: £150 for 
plaintiffs with costs against defendants: 
judgment for defendant against the third 
party for £126 3s. damages and costs of 
third party proceedings; judgment for the 
third party on his counter-claim for £175 
fees. Third party proceedings by the 
plaintiffs were dismissed with costs against 
plaintiffs. 


Builders Sue Joint Education 
Committee on Notice of 
Determination Dispute 


Queen’s Bench Division before Mr. Justice 
Barry, F. G. Minter, Ltd., v. Nottingham 
Corporation and others. 

ME. JUSTICE BARRY, in the Queen’s 

Bench Division on May 13, gave 
judgment in an action concerning a con- 
tract for the building of the Nottingham 
and District Technical College, in connec- 
tion with which a dispute arose as to 
whether a notice of determination given 
by the builders was valid or not. 


The builders, F. G. Minter, Ltd., of 
Buckingham Gate, London, SW, sued Not- 
tingham Corporation, Westminster Bank, 
and Messrs. William Charles Cooper and 
Cornelius Charles Kirk, representatives of 
the Nottingham and District Technical 
College Joint Education Committee. 

They asked for declarations that the 
Joint Education Committee or, alterna- 
tively, the Nottingham Corporation were 
the employers under the contract and that 
_the notice of determination given to the 
Joint Committee was valid. The defend- 
ants, claiming that the Corporation were 
the employers, alleged that the builders’ 
notice was not valid. 

The contract, dated August 18, 1953, was 
made between the builders, Nottingham 
Corporation and Westminster Bank, as 
sureties, The builders undertook the erec- 


tion of an administration block and main 
fin of the College for. £749,500. The archi- 
tects were Messrs. Cecil Howitt & Partners, 
FRIBA. 


The plaintiffs claimed that on December 
2, 1955, they sent to the Joint Education 
Committee a certificate issued by the archi- 
tects for the payment of £24,470 due to the 
builders. As the money was not paid 
within 14 days in accordance with a clause 
in the contract, the builders notified the 
Committee by letter on January 9, 1956, 
and then, as the sum was still unpaid, gave 
notice determining their employment on 
January 18, 1956. Subsequently an agree- 
ment was made between the parties under 
which they continued the work. 


Mr. R. D. STEWART-BRowN, QC, for the 
plaintiffs, said that under this agreement 
the date of completion was extended to 
September 30, 1957. It provided that if the 
High Court decided that the notice of 
determination by the builders was valid, 
the employers would pay the builders cer- 
tain sums to cover site overheads, incentive 
bonuses, subsistence allowances, overtime, 
travelling time and fares, to workpeople 
employed by the builders, from January 1, 
1956, until the date of completion. 

Counsel said the Nottingham Corpora- 
tion were merely a figurehead in this 
matter. He submitted they were agents for 
the Joint Committee in making the con- 
tract. If that was wrong, the Corporation 
by their conduct represented that the Joint 
Committee were agents of the Corporation 
for administering the contract. The Com- 
mittee appointed the architect and clerk of 
works and paid the contractors throughout. 

Mr. CHRISTOPHER SHAWCROSS, QC, for 
the defendants, contended that the Notting- 
ham Corporation were the employers under 
the contract and that the Joint Committee 
was not a legal entity or a corporative 
body. 

Mr. JustTicE Barry gave judgment for 
the plaintiffs against Nottingham Corpora- 
tion with costs, granting a declaration that 
the Corporation were the employers and 
that the builders’ notice to determine the 
contract was valid. He also granted them 
costs in respect of Westminster Bank, who 
had been previously dismissed from the 
action. 

He gave judgment for Messrs. Cooper 
and Kirk, representatives of the Joint 
Education Committee, against the plaintiffs 
with no order as to costs. 

His lordship said the Nottingham Cor- 
poration sealed the contract with the 
builders, and he found that they were the 
principals and employers under the con- 
tract. He was also satisfied that they held 
out the Joint Committee as their agents for 
the purpose of the contract. 

Concerning the builders’ notice of deter- 
mination of the contract, he held that it 
was adequate and not premature. He said 
the result of the notice was not catastrophic 
as it might have been, because the parties 
entered into a supplementary agreement 
which enabled the College building to be 
completed without loss or delay, which 
would have been involved if another con- 
tractor had to be obtained. 

The builders, having validly determined 
the contract, were entitled to some further 
remuneration. 
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Judgment for Contractors in Dis- 
pute Over Interpretation of Bills 
of Quantity 
Queen’s Bench Division before Mr. Justice 

McNair. Dudley Corporation vy. Parson 

and Morrin, Ltd. 

GIVING judgment in the Queen’s Bench 
Division on May 21 in a dispute be- 
tween Dudley Corporation and a firm of 
building contractors, which raised questions 
of the construction and interpretation of 
bills of quantity, Mr. Justice MCNAIR 
commented that the Corporation put for- 
ward the documents in order that contrac- 
tors might make their tender upon them. 

It seemed to his lordship that any am- 
biguity in the bills of quantity presented to 
the tenderer must be resolved in favour of 
the contractor and against the Corporation. 

The dispute concerned the price to which 
the contractors, Parson and Morrin Lid., of 
Belgrave-road, Edgbaston, Birmingham, 
were entitled for excavating rock in connec- 
tion with a £70,797 contract for the building 
of a junior schoo] at Buffery-road, Dudley. 
The work was completed in 1954. 

In September, 1956, the architects, Messrs. 
Webb and Gray, issued a final certificate 
for a sum of £3,294, which included £3,035 
for excavating 750 cubic yards of rock at 
2s. per yd., and 1,480 cu. yds. at £2 per yd. 

There was no dispute over the 750 yards 
item but the Corporation contended that 
the price of 2s. per yard applied to all the 
other rock and the contractors were only en- 
titled to £482. A case for the opinion of 
the High Court was stated by an arbitrator. 

Mr. Justice McNair, giving judgment in 
favour of the contractors, said that in his 
view an item in the documents ‘750 yards 
cube extra for excavating in rock including 
the use.of compressors,’ for which a price 
of 2s. was given, related only to excavations 
in connection with the heating basement 
and was not of general application. 

It -was stated that the £3,294 awarded to 
the contractors by the arbitrator operates 
automatically following the court’s decision. 

The contractors were also awarded costs. 


‘HOUSING SITUATION 
IMPROVING’ 


‘Rent Act Achieving Purpose,’ 
says Minister 


SPEAKING to the Association of Land and 
Property Owners at a luncheon in London 
on May 14, Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, said: 
‘It is now ten months since the Rent Act 
came into operation. It is steadily achieving 
its long-term purposes of improving the 
housing situation throughout the country. 
In deciding to deal with the old stagnating 
problem of rent control, the Government 
had, you will remember, two main objects. 
The first was to make possible and to en- 
courage the proper repair of rented houses 
and flats. The second was to bring about a 
better and wiser and fuller use of existing 
housing accommodation. 

‘Thanks to a campaign of misrepresen- 
tation, the public hardly realise that six out 
of every seven controlled tenancies are still 
left by the Act under control; and so far 
as they are concerned the Act is throwing 
up practically no problem at all,’ he said.

It is claimed that this machine 
delivers a painted tube dry to handle at a 
lower cost and a higher rate than any other 
method. The machine is trailer mounted 
and can be towed to any site by a Land 
Rover or other suitable vehicle. After 
testing the tubes for straightness, loose rust 
and old paint are removed.. Then the tubes 
are fed through the machine. Wet tubes can 
be treated as well as dry. The full servicing 
of scaffolding includes the straightening and 
trimming of split ends. The inside of the 
tubes can also be treated by wire-brushing 
and then painted. The process consists of a 
single coat, unless the scaffolding is known 
to be wanted on the site for a period longer 
than a year, in which case two coats can 
be applied. The painting of the couplings 
or clips is also automatic. They emerge dry 
to handle after rotating through the neces- 
sary process.

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BUILDING IN THE CITY 
Delegation of Powers Resolution 
Passed 


THE Court of Common Council at Guild- 
hall on May 15 passed a resolution that 
the relation between the City’s planning 
powers and those powers delegated to the 
City by the LCC should be referred to the 
City’s special committee as a matter of policy 
The Council had on a previous occasion 
approved a clause, to be included in their 
Various Powers Bill to be presented to 
Parliament, for the complete transfer of 
planning powers to the City. The LCC 
opposed the clause, and today the City’s 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee put forward a compromise agree- 
ment. 

It was this agreement which was referred 
to the special committee—the policy-making 
committee—and, in effect, it provides a con- 
siderable increase in the measure of delega- 
tion afforded to the Common Council in 
relation to applications for planning per- 
mission. 

In the view of the planning committee, 
under the compromise agreement, more than 
two-thirds of all applications received would 
be dealt with solely by the Corporation. 

Mayor S. E. SaNDLE said that if the LCC 
had to show their control of planning in the 
City had been of advantage in general they 
would find it hard to do so. As an example 
of how LCC plans had not worked out to 
the general advantage, he said the LOC 
plans as regards roads, so far as they affec- 
ted the City, had been one by one aban- 
doned until not one remained. 

Mr. C. Ernest Link said the Corporation 
had had magnificent co-operation from the 
LCC. : 

The Central Markets Committee reported 
that tenders for the provision of temporary 
accommodation for tenants displaced by the 
recent fire at Smithfield Poultry Market 
were: F. and H. Hipps, Ltd., £76,567; 
Demolition and Construction, Ltd., £67,400; 
Richard Costain, Ltd., £65,546; W. T. 
Champion and Son, Ltd., £64,543; Griggs 
and Sons, Ltd. £62,374; Holland & 
Hannen and Cubitts, Ltd., £61,604; Gee, 
Walker and Slater, Ltd., £59,786. The last 
offer was accepted and £750 authorised for 
quantity surveyors’ fees for the contract. 

The Council approved the erection of the 
temporary buildings for the market at 30 
to 38, Hosier-lane, and 8 to 18, and part of 
19 and 20, Smithfield-street (architect, City 
surveyor). One of the conditions imposed 
was that the buildings should be removed 
by June 30, 1964, and the works required 
for the reinstatement of the land carried out 
by that time. 

Other developments passed by the Coun- 
cil, on the recommendation of their plan- 
ning committee, were: erection of a building 
comprising basement, ground and five upper 
floors, for use as a warehouse at 6, 7 and 8, 
Long-lane (Architects, William Clark and 
Partners, Pall Mall, SW1); erection of a 
headquarters ‘building for the London 
Salvage Corps, including offices, appliance 
room, workshops, dormitories, recreation 
rooms and senior officers’ flats at 136 to 
146. Aldersgate-street, 89 to 92, Long-lane, 
and 17, Newbury-street (Architects, Howell 
and Brooks, FRIBA, Queen Victoria-street, 
EC4); and the erection of a new building for 
use as offices with one shop on the ground 


floor at 20 to 40 (even), Gresham-street, 26 
and 27, King-street, 16 to 19, Lawrence- 
lane, 7 to 11, Mumford-court and 9 to 12, 
12a, 13 and 14, Milk-street (Developers: 
Ellis, Clarke and Gallannaugh, of Soho- 
square). 

It was reported to the Council that the 
appropriate Minister had confirmed com- 
pulsory purchase orders in respect of the 
following properties: 24, Aldgate (war- 
damage classification: not total loss); 64,

ELECTRIC SPACE HEATING 
Porthcawl Conference 


THE South Wales Electricity Board held 
a one-day conference for architects on elec- 
tric space heating at the Seabank Hotel, 
Porthcawl, on May 7. During the morning 
session a paper on ‘Electrical Thermal 
Storage Space Heating,’ was delivered by 
Mr. E. W. Faithfull, AMIEE, ATHVE. 

The afternoon was devoted to a paper on 
‘The Implications of Electrical Space Heat- 
ing on the Design and Cost of Buildings,’ by 
Mr. R. Baden Hellard, Dip. Arch., ARIBA, 
a member of a firm of London architects, 
and chairman of the Costs Research Com- 
mittee of the RIBA, in which he compared 
the capital and running costs of heating 
systems, with particular reference to electri- 
cal thermal storage methods, the effect on 
building design, etc. 

An interesting feature of the conference 
arrangements was a display of working 
sections of the various systems of electrical 
floor heating, whilst the different makes of 
block heaters were also on show. 

The conference chairman was Mr. A. J. 
Dalton, AMIEE, deputy chief commercial 
officer of the Electricity Board.

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THE COST OF 
NUCLEAR POWER 


Sir John Cockroft’s Optimistic 
Predictions 

GIR JOHN COCKCROFT, OM, FRS, in 

address to the BEAMA Conference held 
at Brussels on May 17, predicted that. the 
cost of power from coal-fired and nuclear 
power stations would be equal by the 
time the Hinkley Point power station comes 
into operation in 1962, and that by 1970 
the cost of electricity obtained from nuclear 
power should be about a halfpenny a unit. 


‘Britain has by now had two years of 
practical operating experience on the world’s 
first full-scale nuclear power station,’ he 
said.. ‘The Calder Hall nuclear power 
station obtains the heat equivalent of 180 
megawatts from each of two graphite- 
moderated CO.-cooled reactors. Experience 
of two years of operation has shown the 
design has been conservative and that a 10 
per cent. greater output can be comfortably 
achieved.’ 


Sir John Cockcroft went on to describe 
technical developments which indicate that 
the cost of nuclear power in Britain should 
just about break even with the cost of power 
from coal-fired stations by the time Hinkley 
Point* power station is in commission by 
1962. ‘Thereafter, nuclear power costs are 
likely to fall below the cost of power from 
coal-fired stations,’ he declared. 


‘The electricity authorities have predicted, 
however, jhe continued, ‘that although 
nuclear power stations, because of their 
lower fuel costs and high capital costs, will 
be operated as base load stations, load 
factor will fall from 80 per cent. to about 
70 per cent. in the late 1960’s. It is essential, 
therefore, to achieve a further reduction in 
capital costs. 


* Since the proportional cost of the reactor 
is steadily decreasing, it is necessary also to 
reduce the cost of heat exchangers and turbo 
alternators to achieve this objective. This 
can best be done by increasing the tempera- 
ture of operation of the fuel elements. This 
will increase the gas outlet temperatures and 
so reduce the cost of heat exchangers and 
improve steam conditions leading to lower 
turbo alternator costs. The Atomic Energy 
Authority is developing a prototype of an 
Advanced Gas Cooled Reactor which aims 
at meeting these requirements. 


‘The high ratings, together with the 
higher operating temperature and improved 
steam conditions, should, however, enable 
capital costs of a full-scale station to be 
reduced to the region of £80 per KW—a 
further 20 per cent. reduction. We believe, 
therefore, that when this third generation 
of nuclear power stations comes into com- 
mission in the second half of the 1960's, 
we shall have gone a long way towards 
meeting the prediction of Sir Christopher 
Hinton in his Axel-Johnson lecture that by 
1970 the overall cost of electricity for 
nuclear stations would be about 0.47 pence 
per unit.’ 


Sir’ John added that the development 
work to carry out this programme required 
the services of about 150 scientists and engi- 
neers of the Atomic Energy Authority, 
backed up by the help of British industry.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. The 
Government has announced the awarding of 
a contract for a £5.4m. hydro-electric scheme 
at Tavera to the native associated firms of 
Concretera Dominicana’ and Mendoza & 
Armenteros. Ten firms including US, 
Canadian and Italian companies entered for 
the competition which closed on April 30. 
The dam will be built across the river Yaque 
del Norte in the north west region of the 
Republic. It will be a 250 ft. high arch dam 
capable of holding 30,800 million gallons of 
water. . . . Another large public works 
programme is announced by the Government 
in connection with the newly-created provin- 
ces of Julia Molina and Valverde. Buildings 
to a total cost of £1,071,000 will include five 
law courts, 10 public markets, 18 public 
offices and town halls, two head post offices 
and a large school. The programme is 
scheduled for completion by January 1, 1959. 


PAKISTAN.—The Minister of Works has 
stated that the site for construction of Par- 
liament House in Karachi has been selected 
and architects appointed. It is expected that 
construction will take place in about three 
years’ time. 

PERSIAN GULF SHEIKHDOMS.—The 
contract for the construction of the 500-bed 
Sabah Hospital is expected to be put to 
tender early in May, that for the Muni- 
cipality Centre approximately one month 
later, and those for three or four other 
buildings within the next few months. 
Among the latter is likely to appear that for 
the new Government Guest House, which is 
expected to cost about £1m. and to include 
96 rooms and 10 luxury suites. . . . Work 
on the new deep-water port is expected to 
begin shortly. It is hoped that in view of 
the increasing strain on the present port 
facilities some ships will be able to discharge 
alongside in the new port before final com- 
pletion of the project in 24 to 3 years... . 
A new international airport is to be built. 
It will be sited in the area recommended by 
the consultants some time ago; its runways 
will be capable of taking the largest com- 
mercial jet aircraft and it will be completely 
equipped with hangars for maintenance and 
repair shops. The consultants for the pro- 
ject are yet to be appointed. . . . 14 schools 
are scheduled for completion within the next 
12 months, together with a further 16 
spread over the next few years, making a 
total of 30 in addition to those already 
existing to meet Kuwait’s minimum require- 
ments by 1963. 

VENEZUELA.—The new Government 
has already produced its new public works 
programme and has modified the unfinished 
aspects of that of the previous Government. 
The changes affecting projects sponsored by 
the latter and mentioned previously are as 
follows :—Abandoned: The Altamira/ 
Caraballeda Tunnel, Caracas University 
Rental Building. To be carried out after 
revision: Lake Maracaibo Bridge, Bocono 
Dam, National Telecommunications Plan, 
National Gas Pipeline Network and the 
National Railway Plan. To be completed in 
original form: The new steelworks, respon- 
sibility for which has been transferred from 
the Office of Special Studies of the Presi-

stitute, the Caroni Hydro-Electric Scheme, 
the Puerto Cabello/Barquisimeto Railway 
the Naricual/Guanta Railway, the Caracas /

General Hospital. To be completed be- 
cause of advanced stage already reached: 
the Merida/Pico Bolivar Cable Railway, 
the Experimental Nuclear Reactor for the 
Neurological Institute and the new Caracas 
Racecourse. 

The new Government’s immediate pro- 
gramme, which is of an emergency char- 
acter to provide employment and is already 
under way, includes roads, bridges and 
extensive new school buildings in various 
parts of the country; also more workers’ 
housing and a third tunnel and autopista 
link in Caracas. The cost of this pro- 
gramme is put at about £10m. In addition 
the Waterworks Institute has embarked on 
a variety of new works all over the coun- 
try on which it will spend about £5m. A 
new water supply for Maracaibo is also 
planned and will cost a further £10m.; 
money saved by modifying the design of 
the Lake Maracaibo bridge will pay for 
this. The Government’s longer-term pro- 
gramme, costing some £80m. includes 
another smaller dam and irrigation project 
at Las Majaguas, the Valencia/Puerto 
Cabello highway (first section), the 
Valencia/Caracas highway (last section) the 
completion of the Maracaibo General 
Hospital, other road projects, and embank- 
ments for the River Tuy. Not included in 
this programme is a new Palace of Justice 
for Caracas which is still in the study stage. 
The Ministry of Communications has plans 
to reform the postal and telephone services 
and has already invited bids for 24 radio- 
telephone circuits between Caracas and 
Maracaibo. 


Ghana Brick Factory 


From Accra, Barclays Bank DCO reports 
that the Ghana Brick and Tile Company, a 
subsidiary of the Industrial Development 
Corporation, may be re-opened this year. 
Owing to production difficulties, the factory 
was closed in September, 1956.

Dams in the Hebrides 


Two CONTRACTS, together worth almost 
£320,000, have been awarded to the Civil 
Engineering Division of Blackburn (Dum- 
barton), Ltd., by the North of Scotland 
Hydro-Electric Board. They are for work 
to be carried out at Lochs Chliostair and 
Gisla in the Outer Hebrides of Lewis and 
Harris. 

The contracts cover the construction of 
concrete dams, the laying and jointing of 
about 2,500 yds. of 39-in. diameter pressure 
pipelines, the erection of power houses and 
the construction of aqueducts as well as, 
the construction of a tail-race. 


Moodiesburn Project 


A contract for the erection of 894 
houses at Moodiesburn, Lanarkshire, has 
been secured by Atholl Houses Ltd., of 
Glasgow, from Lanark County Council. 
The work, which will cost £1,235,481, will 
begin in June and end in 1960. 

The Moodiesburn project is designed to 
provide a central point for a group of 
Lanarkshire villages including Stepps, Auch- 
enloch, Chryston, Gartcosh, Glenboig and 
Gartferry, with a housing estate, school, 
community centre and shopping facilities to 
take an eventual population of 17,000. 

Tay Bridge Road Survey 

A NEW STEP towards the building of a 
bridge across the River Tay is to be taken 
by Dundee Corporation and Fife County 
Council. The two authorities are to hold 
an ‘origin and destination’ survey of traffic 
at the Tay Ferry and at suitable points on 
the Perth-Dundee and Perth-Forfar-Stone- 
haven route during August. 

In giving this news in the House of Lords 
last week, Lord Strathclyde, Minister of 
State Scottish Office, said that the object 
was to obtain information about the long 
distance traffic which might use a _ road 
bridge at Dundee.
